IN  the  tragic  death  of  William  McKinley  the  United  States 
loses  one  of  the  wisest  and  most  successful  executives  it  has 
ever  had,  and  the  world  loses  an  ideal  man.  The  American 
people  are  borne  down  with  grief  because  they  lose  not  only  an 
honored  chief,  hut  a  loved  and  loving  friend;  the  world  sorrows 
because  it  loses  a  model  man,  one  whose  life  was  an  example  in 
all  that  is  exalted  and  noble,  and  whose  successful  career  was 
an  inspiration,  a  hope  and  a  guarantee  to  struggling  ambition, 
righteously  guided,  everywhere.  For  the  late  Chief  Magistrate 
was  a  man  of  the  people,  of  the  lowliest  origin,  and  in  starting 
out  on  his  hold  career  he  had  no  other  aid  than  his  innate 
good  qualities.  The  cold  heights  of  the  practical  did  not  daunt 
his  spirit  when  as  barriers  they  confronted  his  path,  nor  did 
his  courage  forsake  him  on  coming  to  the  shore  of  that  dark 
sea  of  political  intrigue  and  corruption  stretching  between  him 
and  his  ambition — and  which  he  must  of  necessity  cross.  Mr. 
McKinley  possessed,  in  unusual  degree,  the  all-potent  virtues 
of ■  unselfishness  and  faith,  and  knowing  his  purpose  to  be  good  he 
proceeded  boldly.  And  as  in  the  Biblical  instance,  the  waters 
parted  in  his  path,  and  he  passed  on  to  his  destination  untouched 
by  the  frowning  forces  that  would  have  engulfed  a  less  trustful 
and  resolute  soul.  For  it  must  ever  be  said  of  McKinley,  even 
by  his  opponents,  that  although  he  crossed  the  unclean  sea  of 
politics  lie  emerged  as  white  and  unsullied  as  when  he  entered, 
and  that  albeit  he  carried  the  American  flag  to  heights  never 
before  reached  or  aspired  to  by  this  people,  he  left  it  as  clean 
as  he  found  it — if,  indeed,  it  had  not  gathered  new  lustre  in  his 
hands. 

And  this  is  the  lesson  of  his  life.  Be  it  heeded;  be  the  fact 
accepted  by  the  coming  generations  of  Americans  that  where 
there  is  unsellishness,  corruption  is  impossible;  that  the  mightiest 
of  dishonest  influences  will  surely  be  rendered  impotent  by  a 
steadil)  maintained  high  purpose;  all  the  cynicism,  hopelessness 
and  unfaith,  so  alarmingly  predominent  in  the  national  char- 
acter in  this  day,will  soon  die  out,  giving  place  to  new  confidence 
and  better  ideals,  and  eventually  making  of  the  United  States 
what  it  was  intended  to  be — and  which  the  best  interest  of  man- 
kind requiregit  to  be — great  as  a  people  as  well  as  great  in  the 
lofty  characters  it  has  produced,  and  the  noble  institutions  they 
have  created. 

To  the  personal  worth  of  our  lamented  President  the  highest 
tributes  have  been  paid,  and  not  the  most  fervent  of  them  un- 
deservedly. Faults  he  had,  doubtless,  as  has  every  mortal,  but 
perhaps  he  bad  as  few  as  any  man  who  has  fought  his  way  to 
eminence.  Honorable  in  all  his  dealings,  charitable  in  all  his 
judgments,  loyally  devoted  to  the  institutions  of  his  country  and 


the  best  interests  of  its  people,  yet  never  without  regard  for  the 
rights  of  other  nations;  pure  of  life,  kind  and  devoted  in  his 
domestic  relations,  and  with  ever  ready  sympathy  and  a  helping 
iiand  for  all  worthy  endeavor,  William  McKinley  walked  the 
earth  a  true  Christian  gentleman. 

The  verdict  of  a  faction,  that  as  a  statesman  President  Mc- 
Kinley fell  short,  is  without  support  in  fact.  History  will  accord 
him  a  high  place  among  the  successful  rulers  of  his  day,  for  all 
the  circumstances  will  then  be  considered,  and  judgment 
formed  by  the  results.  Like  Victoria,  McKinley  readily  sub- 
mitted to  the  Anglo-Saxon  idea  of  government;  to  the  rule  of 
the  people,  and  like  the  good  Queen  he  was  great  in  what  he  re- 
frained from  doing  as  much  as  in  what  he  did.  Only  a  char- 
acter sublimely  strong  has  this  self-restraint  and  self-effacement. 

In  summing  up  this  grand  life  we  perhaps  could  not  say  bet- 
ter than  that  it  was  a  bright  example  of  the  ideal  in  the  real. 
The  hest  precept  ever  given  man  for  guidance  in  his  conduct 
came  from  Shakespeare — and  our  lamented  President's  life  fur- 
nishes a  singular  and  glorious  instance  of  its  complete  fulfill- 
ment : — 

''Let  all  the  ends  thou  aimest  at  be  thy  Country's,  thy  God's  and 
Truth's, 

Then  if  thou  fallest,  thou  fallest  a  blessed  martyr." 


PRESIDENT  MCKINLEY  was  steadfastly  Britain's  friend 
and  strove  earnestly  for  a  better  understanding  between 
the  two  branches  of  the  race.  It  was  not  a  case  of  Anglo- 
mania with  him,  nor  mere  political  expediency.  He  recognized 
that  it  was  to  the  interest  of  his  country,  and  to  the  interest 
of  the  world,  that  the  two  most  civilized  and  progressive  powers 
should  be  in  accord,  and  he  acted  on  that  conviction.  His  policy 
rendered  him  unpopular  in  some  quarters,  but  he  cared  nothing 
for  that,  being  too  much  of  a  man  and  patriot  to  court  favor 
with  the  canaille  at  the  expense  of  his  duty.  The  improvement 
that  has  taken  place  in  our  relations  is  largely  due  to  the  late 
President's  personal  example  and  influence,  and  the  best  people 
of  the  two  countries  will  forever  hold  him  in  grateful  and  ad- 
miring remembrance,  if  for  this  alone. 

President  Roosevelt  has  declared  his  intention  of  adhering 
closely  to  the  policy  laid  down  by  McKinley — thus  does  the  good 
that  men  do  live  after  them  and  continue  to  bear  fruit. 


THE  "Monitor,"  a  paper  which  professes  to  teach  the  better 
way  of  life,  indulges  in  this  cheap,  ill-timed  sneer: 

"England  plunged  in  grief  over  the  news  of  America's 
sorrow,  is  of  course  a  mere  figure  of  speech,  a  polite  fiction  in- 
vented by  the  press.  Just  as  the  recent  spectacle  of  the  American 
people  prostrated  by  the  announcement  of  Victoria's  passing 
was  a  fine  touch  of  journalistic  imagination." 

There  is  sincere  sorrow  in  England  at  the  passing  of  Mc- 
Kinley, the  "Monitor"  notwithstanding,  and  there  was  mourn- 
ing for  Victoria  among  Americans — among  true  Americans,  the 
kind  that  are  not  to  be  found  on  the  "Monitor's"  subscription 
list. 
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THE  Roman  Catholic  press  of  the  country  loses  no  time  in 
attempting  to  make  capital  out  of  the  assassination  of 
President  McKinley. 
''Godless  education"  and  the  American  public  school  system 
are  held  responsible  for  the  crime.  In  the  "Monitor"  we  find 
the  following  quotation  from  Rev.  Reuben  Parsons'  "Studies  in 
Church  History":  "Anarchy,  the  foul  progeny  of  irreligion  and 
Godless  education,  has  claimed  another  victim.  The  shocking 
murder  of  President  McKinley  by  Leon  Czolgosz  may  be  directly 
traced  to  the  atheistic  system  that  has  sought  to  stifle  religious 
influences.  Anarchism  must  be  suppressed,  is  now  the  cry,  and 
pseudo-philosophers  are  blindly  seeking  a  remedy,  oblivious, 
apparently,  to  the  fact  that  the  church  has  long  since  directed 
attention  to  the  'red'  disease  and  its  cure." 

And  an  Eastern  paper  has  this:  "Czolgosz  is  an  instance  of 
the  American  public  schools  failing  to  rightly  Americanize  the 
children  of  our  foreign  element." 

Now,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  Czolgosz  received  religious  training 
— and  Roman  Catholic  training  at  that.  The  Boston  "Globe" 
is  responsible  for  the  statement  that  "Czolgosz  was  born  in  De- 
troit of  Polish  parents;  family  moved  to  Cleveland;  educated 
in  Catholic  parochial  school  until  11  years  old."  And.  if  we  re- 
member rightly,  the  assassins  of  the  Empress  of  Austria  and  of 
Kind  Humbert  were  both  of  Catholic  parentage  and  training. 
Papal  education  obtains  in  Spain,  Italy  and  Mexico,  and  there 
are  more  assassinations  in  either  of  those  countries  in  a  week 
than  occur  in  the  United  States  in  a  year. 

W  e  do  not  intend  this  to  be  a  reflection  on  the  Roman  church, 
or  its  system  of  religious  training.  We  simply  wish  to  show  that 
the  advocates  of  parochial  education  are  in  no  position  to  throw 
stones  at  the  American  public  schools,  and  in  the  hope  that  the 
Catholic  press,  being  made  to  realize  that  there  is  a  beam  in  its 
own  eye,  will  cease  its  ill-timed,  unpatriotic  and  altogether 
execrable  criticisms. 

Doubtless  the  country  would  attain  to  a  higher  morality  were 
religious  instruction  to  form  a  part  of  the  public  school  training 
— some  such  religious  instruction  as  is  given  in  English  schools, 
for  instance.  Rut  Ll  the  Protestant  creed  were  taught,  we  have 
a  fancy  that,  too,  would  not  be  altogether  to  the  taste  of  Roman 
Catholics,  and  certainly  the  latter  could  never  expect  Protestants 
to  surrender  to  their  wishes  in  the  matter.  So  where  is  the  sense 
in  everlastingly  carping  at  irremediable  defects.  Religious  in- 
struction can  be  given  in  the  home  to  the  heart's  content,  and 
that  is  the  proper  place  for  it,  in  this  country  of  differing  creeds, 
at  least. 

SAYS  the  "Monitor":  "The  plain  fact  is  that  the  exclusion 
of  religion  from  public  education  in  this  country  is  work- 
ing out  its  natural  results.  Morality  cannot  exist  without 
motives  for  its  exercise,  and  these  motives  can  only  be  found  in 
the  knowledge  of  the  Creator  and  His  laws  included  in  religion. 
Our  public  men,  for  the  last  generation,  have  thought  they  could 
build  up  a  system  of  schools  which  would  take  the  place  of 
religion  in  swaying  the  minds  of  the  citizens  of  this  country  to 
some  unknown  degree.  The  plan  is  now  working  out  its  natural 
results.  An  example  is  found  in  the  highly  schooled  pickpockets 
that  are  engaging  the  attention  of  President  Wheeler  in  the  in- 
stitution placed  under  his  guardianship." 

It  is  unfair,  but  characteristically  Roman  Catholic,  to  lay  the 
blame  for  every  crime  at  the  door  of  the  public  school.  Prison 
statistics  show  that  the  Catholic  parochial  schools  and  convents 
contribute  their  full  quota  of  criminals.  There  may  be  pick- 
pockets among  the  "Godlessly  trained"  students  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  and  there  have  been  and  are  some  uncom- 
monly smart  thieves  among  the  Catholic-taught  officials  of  this 
and  other  cities.   

POLICE  JUDGE  FRITZ,  of  this  city,  in  passing  sentence 
on  a  half-witted  foreigner  who.  while  drunk,  had  torn 
down  a  portrait  of  the  late  President,  expressed  himself  as 
follows:  "I  regret  that  your  act  was  not  witnessed  by  some  good 
strong,  patriotic  American  who  would  have  passed  upon  your  case 
then  and  there,  and  after  adjudicating  it  to  his  complete  and 
entire  satisfaction  sent  you  to  a  hospital  instead  of  before  this 
Court." 

The  fellow  unquestionably  deserved  the  punishment  that 
Judge  Fritz  regretted  had  not  been  inflicted  on  him,  but  was  not 
the  Judge  himself  deserving  of  some  sort  of  correction  in  thus 
publicly,  and  from  the  bench,  advocating  a  violation  of  the  law? 
Is  it  any  wonder  that  anarchy  is  rampant  when  our  very  judges 
express  contempt  for  the  laws  of  the  land  ? 


THE  Hearst  papers  are  reaping  to  the  full  the  harvest  of  their 
folly  and  wickedness.    Locally,  the  hand  of  every  decent 
citizen  is  raised  against  the  "Examiner,"  and  popular  feel- 
ing is  such  that  it  is  doubtful  if  the  condemned  sheet  will  be  able 
to  survive  the  storm. 

The  "ExaminerV  malignant  hostility  to  the  late  President 
and  his  administration,  and  its  criminal  advocacy  of  the  anar- 
chistic method  of  settling  labor  disputes,  constitute  the  main 
offenses  for  which  it  is  now  sufFcring  the  penalty  of  public  ex- 
ecration and  wrath.  The  rival  papers,  seeking  to  make  capital 
out  of  the  popular  indignation,  join  in  the  hue  and  cry  against 
their  once  formidable  competitor,  and  with  fine  spirit  miss  no 
opportunity  to  bestow  a  kick  on  their  fallen  contemporary. 

Yet.  as  a  matter  of  fact,  both  the  "Call'  and  the  "Chronicle" 
have  been  equally  as  guilty  as  the  "Examiner"  of  the  outrages 
for  which  the  latter  is  now  being  punished.  The  "Examiner" 
lias  said  of  President  McKinley  nothing  that  the  "Chronicle"  and 
the  "Call"'  did  not  say  of  Cleveland.  In  foul  abuse,  wanton  false- 
hood, scurrility,  and  general. blackguardism  it  would  be  difficult 
to  beat  some  of  the  examples  to  be  found  in  the  files  of  the 
"Chronicle"  and  "Call."  Instance,  the  attacks  by  these  papers 
on  Mayor  Phelan  during  the  last  municipal  campaign.  That  our 
Mayor  was  not  assassinated  was  not  because  he  was  not  repre- 
sented as  the  vilest  thing  on  earth,  whose  removal  would  be  a 
blessing  to  the  community. 

The  truth  is  that  defamation  of  public  men  and  of  candidates 
for  public  olliee  is  a  time-honored  custom  in  this  country,  for 
which  deplorable  state  of  alFairs  the  public,  by  reason  of  its  in- 
difference or  encouragement,- is  not  without  its  share  of  blame. 


NOT  a  single  San  Francisco  theatre  closed  its  doors  on  the  day 
of  President  Mclvinley's  death.  The  local  theatrical  trust- 
composed  almost  exclusively  of  aliens,  it  is  a  relief  to  know 
— hebl  a  conference  and  decided  that  financial  considerations 
should  outweigh  those  of  "sentiment."  Thus  it  happened  that 
thousands  of  our  "best  people"  took  their  coarse  pleasure  while 
the  President  of  the  country  lay  dead  and  millions  of  loyal  hearts 
were  well  nigh  bursting  with  grief.  The  press  offered  no  rebuke, 
for  the  theatres  are  large  advertisers,  and  the  De  Young's  and 
Sprecklcs'  (aliens  all)  have  an  equally  patriotic  consideration  for 
their  pockets.  In  fact,  in  the  hope  of  making  a  few  nickels  by 
being  first  in  the  field,  De  Young,  with  characteristic  indecency, 
issued  an  "extra  'Chronicle,'  "  announcing  the  President's  death 
several  hours  before  it  happened. 

And  these  are  the  kind  of  people  that  get  control  of  our  insti- 
tutions, and  have  the  effrontery  to  speak  for  Americans.  How 
true-born  Americans  can  stand  it  we  do  not  know. 


TUP  recent  disastrous  defeat  of  an  American  force  by  Fili- 
pinos provides  an  opportunity  for  certain  newspapers  to 
apply  to  the  case  of  General  Chaffee  a  little  of  that  kindly 
criticism  which  they  are  so  fond  of  favoring  Lord  Kitchener 
with.  And  at  the  same  time  let  it  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
Americans  have  been  in  the  Philippines  eighteen  months  longer 
than  the  British  have  been  in  the  Transvaal. 


THE  New  York  "World"  tells  its  readers  that:    "Down  at 
Ocean  (irove  congregations  of  10,000  persons  are  being 
daily  thrilled  by  the  eloquence  of  a  fifteen-year-old  boy 
who  preaches  long  sermons  in  short  breeches."    How  tastes  dif- 
fer!    Out  California  way  the  preference  is  for  short  sermons  in 
long  breeches.   *  

TEE  Lord  Mayor  of  Cork,  remarking  on  a  letter  received 
from  Mayor  Phelan,  said  there  was  a  "genuine  Irish  ring 
about  it."    Now,  the  Trish  rine  is  all  right,  but  we  sub- 
mit that  a  little  of  an  American  ring  would  not  be  out  of  place 
in  the  official  correspondence  of  the  Mayor  of  an  American 
municipality.   

THE  "Financial  News"  is  authority  for  the  statement  that 
Mr.  Kroger  is  very  fond  of  grouse.    "Two  brace  are  sent 
to  him  every  day  by  a  London  dealer,  and  a  bird,  with  a 
bottle  of  the  best  champagne  that  money  can  procure,  forms  his 
daily  lunch."   Quite  comfortable  in  spite  of  all  his  sorrows! 

WHY  crv  out  against  Emma  Goldman,  the  anarchist,  and 
applaud  Maud  Gonne,  the  Trish  inciter  to  anarchy  and 
murder?  asks  an  exchange.

SAYS  a  London  dispatch:    "The  Pope  has  been  so  impressed 
by  the  attack  upon  President  McKinley  that  he  intends  to 
take  the  initiative  in  joint  action  by  the  Christian  powers 
against  anarchism.  He  is  writing  an  important  encyclical  on  the 
subject,  which  will  be  published  next  month." 

This  is  good  news,  but  let  us  suggest  that  his  holiness  start  the 
crusade  against  lawlessness  right  in  his  own  church.  Let  the 
incendiary  Irish  priests,  and  the  Irish- American  apostles  of  vio- 
lence and  assassination  be  dealt  with  first,  and  as  they  deserve, 
and  we  have  an  idea  that  this  country,  at  least,  can  look  after 
the  rest  without  his  good  offices.  It  is  a  shameful  fact,  not  to  be 
gainsaid,  that  more  of  lawlessness,  violence  and  bloodshed  has 
been  advised  by  priests  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  this 
country  and  Ireland  than  has  ever  proceeded  from  the  lips  or 
pens  of  the  entire  anarchistic  fraternity.  And  the  public  prints 
of  the  past  few  years  bear  proof  of  what  we  say. 

Of  the  utterances  of  the  notorious  Father  Yorke,  that  eminent- 
ly Christian  gentleman  and  devout  exponent  of  the  heavenly 
doctrine  who  called  down  curses  upon  the  soul  of  a  dead  woman 
whose  exemplary  life  was  not  to  his  taste,  it  is  unnecessary  to 
speak,  for  every  local  paper  has  considered  it  a  good  business 
proposition  to  give  them  full  publicity.  There  are  others  de- 
manding our  attention,  for  we  don't  propose  fo  give  opportunity 
for  any  plea  of  "an  exceptional  case." 

The  San  Francisco  "Chronicle"  of  March  5,  1901,  contains 
this :  "The  features  of  the  evening  were  a  stirring  speech  by  Rev. 
William  Gleeson,  a  Catholic  priest  of  Oakland,  and  the  passage 
of  resolutions  denouncing  in  no  uncertain  terms  recent  expres- 
sions of  sympathy  and  condolence  ill  this  country  on  the  occasion 
of  Queen  Victoria's  death,  with  incidental  back-handed  compli- 
ments to  her  reign,  in  its  bearing  upon  the  oppression  of  Ireland. 
*  *  *  He  called  upon  all  Irishmen  and  men  of  Irish  origin 
to  unite  in  one  grand  organization,  which  should  have  for  its  ob- 
ject the  ultimate  independence  of  their  beloved  isle,  freely  ad- 
mitting that  he  would  approve  of  accomplishing  this  by  force 
of  arms,  if  the  time  should  ever  he  ripe  for  such  action,  and 
maintaining  thai  the  Catholic  church  would  sanction  such  action 
in  the  interest  of  the  freedom  of  a  people.  *  *  *  l\cvs. 
Father  Yorke  and  O'Kyan  and  other  Catholic  clergy,  with  prom- 
inent Knights  of  the  lied  Branch,  occupied  seats  on  the  plat- 
form." 

F.  J.  Turner,  another  calumniator  of  the  British,  in  a  recent 
lecture  at  Metropolitan  Hall,  "paid  an  especial  tribute  of  grati- 
tude to  the  Catholic  clergy  of  this  city,  who  have  aided  him  in 
the  mission  on  which  he  said  he  had  visited  this  country."  This 
quotation  also  is  from  the  "Chronicle." 

In  the  "United  Irishman"  there  appeared  some  months  a^<>  a 
letter  from  the  pen  of  Father  Moloney,  of  Sutter  Creek,  Cal.,  in 
the  course  of  which  he  said  :  "Every  true  Irishman  should  hate 
England  today  as  the  devil  hates  holy  water,  and  should,  if  he 
could,  sink  her  thousands  of  miles  under  the  ocean  even  with  a 
pound  of  dynamite.  Rise  in  your  might  and  strike  out  right  and 
left,  and  wherever  you  can  hurt  England  most.  I  start  the  ball 
a  rolling  with  the  distinct  understanding  that  I  get  10,000  Irish- 
men, who,  like  myself,  will  contribute  $25  each,  making  a  total 
of  $250,000.  I  am  indifferent  as  to  how  the  money  is  spent,  pro- 
vided it  will  make  England  bleed.  I  approve  of  any  of  the  fol- 
lowing means:  First,  to  invade  Canada.  Second,  I  would  send 
agents  into  India  to  aid  those  that  are  on  the  verge  of  rebellion." 

These  are  but  a  few  of  many  similar  inflammatory  remarks 
by  local  Roman  Catholic  priests  we  could  cite.  Yet  in  face  of  all 
this.  Archbishop  Riordan,  preaching  at  St.  Mary's  Cathedral  on 
the  day  of  the  funeral  of  President  McKinley,  had  the  hardihood 
to  say: 

"The  Catholic  Church  has  been  in  all  ages  the  great  teacher 
of  submission  to  authority.  The  pronouncement  of  great  submis- 
sion to  authority  came  in  the  very  beginning  of  the  foundation 
of  the  Church.  When  the  Jews,  converted  to  Christianity  in  the 
early  life  of  the  Church,  were  groaning  under  the  despotism  of 
despised  rulers  and  anxious  to  revolt,  the  great  apostle  of  the 
(ientiles  lays  down  the  rule.  He  says :  'Let  every  soul  be  sub- 
ject to  higher  powers,  for  there  is  no  power  but  from  God,  and 
those  that  arc,  are  ordained  of  God.  Therefore,  he  that  rcsisteth 
the  power,  rcsisteth  the  ordinance  of  God,  and  they  that  resist, 
purchase  to  themselves  damnation.'  Here  were  the  principles 
of  civic  government  laid  down  at  the  very  dawn  of  Christianity. 
We  must  live  under  authority.  We  are  born  in  a  family  where 
we  must  submit  to  regulations.  As  soon  as  we  step  out  of  the 
family  we  find  laws  that  govern.    In  resisting  authority  we  sin 


against  not  only  the  law  of  the  land,  but  the  law  of  God.  The 
moment  we  seek  to  undermine  authority,  strike  at  it,  seek  to 
weaken  it  *  *  *  we  place  ourselves  in  the  ranks  of  an- 
archy." 

If  submission  to  authority  really  be  approved  and  taught  by 
the  church,  we  would  ask  the  Archbishop  by  what  special  dispen- 
sation, or  indulgence  as  we  believe  it  is  called,  Fathers  Yorke, 
Gleeson,  Moloney,  et  al,  are  permitted  to  teach  rebellion  against 
rightful  authority  in  other  governments,  to  hatch  plots  against 
nations  with  which  this  people  is  at  peace,  and  to  represent  the 
Catholic  church  as  being  ready  to  "sanction  such  action." 

Archbishop  Riordan  cannot  have  been  ignorant  all  these  years 
of  what  was  being  said  and  done  in  the  name  of  the  church; 
clearly,  therefore,  someone  has  been  guilty  of  gross  neglect  of 
duty.  We  trust  the  matter  will  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Pope,  and  prompt  steps  will  be  taken  by  him  to  suppress  these 
clerical  anarchists.  Otherwise  it  will  be  done  by  others.  Such 
is  now  the  temper  of  the  American  people  that  they  will  no  long- 
er tolerate  these  pernicious  agitators,  menacing  alike  to  our  in- 
ternal peace  and  our  safety  and  honor  as  a  nation. 


ONE  occasionally  comes  across  in  Continental  newspapers 
statements  anent  the  British  almost  as  amusingly  ridicu- 
lous as  (hose  to  lie  found  in  Anglophobe  American  jour- 
nals. Here  is  a  choice  piece  of  news  from  a  recent  number  of 
"Neues  Journal,"  Vienna:  "It  has  been  quite  a  common  thing 
for  some  time  past  for  Englishmen  to  sell  their  wives.  Examples 
of  this  free  and  easy  trade  in  women  are  constantly  coming  to 
light.  The  sale  of  wives  by  public  auction  is  by  no  means  an  un- 
common event  in  Great  Britain."

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BRITISH  SYHPATHY  WITH  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

WHEN  the  news  of  President  McKinley's  death  reached 
Great  Britain  a  wave  of  profound  sorrow  and  sincere 
sympathy  with  the  people  of  the  United  States  swept  over 
the  hind,  and  everywhere  deepest  grief  was  manifested.  King 
Edward  was  among  the  first  to  cable  condolence,  and  the  British 
Court  at  once  went  into  mourning.  Flags  were  half-masted 
over  every  public  building  and  many  of  the  leading  London  and 
provincial  theaters  closed  their  doors.  The  exchanges  and  the 
foremost  business  houses  throughout  the  country  suspended  all 
business.  By  command  of  the  King,  the  Union  Jack  was  half- 
masted  over  Windsor  Castle,  and  in  accordance  with  a  special 
Army  order  to  the  guards  at  the  St.  James  Palace  and  at  all 
other  points  where  guards  are  mounted  throughout  the  United 
Kingdom,  honors  were  rendered  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Presi- 
dent such  as  are  usually  accorded  only  on  the  death  of  royal 
personages.   The  troops  wore  crape  and  the  bands  played  dirges. 

Almost  without  exception  the  daily  papers  appeared  with 
mourning  borders,  and  the  expression  of  grief  was  general. 
Wherever  a  public  meeting  was  held,  or  wherever  a  public  man 
had  occasion  to  speak,  horror  at  the  crime  and  deep  sympathy 
with  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  was  fervently  expressed. 
In  every  place  of  public  worship,  on  the  following  Sunday,  from 
St.  Paul's  Cathedral  and  Westminster  Abbey  down,  special  ref- 
erence was  made  to  America's  affliction  and  prayers  for  Mrs. 
MeKinley  and  this  nation  were  offered  up.  The  dispatches  state 
that  telegrams  fairly  poured  in  at  the  American  Embassy  from 
prominent  Britons,  societies  and  municipalities.  Tt  seemed  as 
if  every  little  town  in  Great  Britain  was  individually  telegraph- 
ing an  expression  of  sympathy  and  horror.  No  such  tributes  of 
respect  ever  marked  the  death  of  any  person  but  a  British  sov- 
ereign. The  Admiralty  ordered  that  the  American  flag  be 
hoisted  at  half-mast  on  the  mainmasts  of  all  war  vessels  in  port, 
and  that  the  Union  Jack  and  the  ensign  be  half-masted  until 
after  the  funeral.  This  is  the  first  occasion  when  such  an  order 
has  been  issued  for  the  President  of  a  republic. 

On  the  day  of  the  funeral,  memorial  services  were  held  through- 
out the  Kingdom,  and  the  day  was  universally  set  apart  for  one 
of  mourning,  no  business  being  transacted  and  all  public  and 
private  functions  postponed.  Hotels,  business  houses  and  stores 
everywhere  displayed  draped  flags  and  badges  of  mourning. 
Special  services  of  imposing  proportions  were  held  in  West- 
minster Abbey  and  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  the  Lord  Mayor, 
Sheriffs,  Aldermen  and  other  dignitaries  attending  the  latter  in 
State.  At  the  Abbey  the  service  was  one  of  extreme  beauty. 
King  Edward  was  represented  by  Lord  Pembroke,  the  Steward 
of  the  Household,  his  Majesty  being  absent  on  the  Continent. 
Secertary  of  War,  William  St.  John  Broeleriek,  and  the  Under 
Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Office,  Lord  Cranborne.  were  present 
and  the  other  Cabinet  Ministers  were  represented.  The  British 
Embassador  to  the  United  States,  Lord  Pauncefote,  and  many 
other  distinguished  diplomats  and  officials  were  present.  The 
gnat  cathedrals  of  Canterbury,  Edinburgh,  Dublin,  Glasgow  and 
other  cities  and  the  churches  of  all  denominations  throughout 
the  land  were  filled  with  congregations  generally  headed  by  the 
Mayors  and  corporations.  The  floral  tributes  were  numerous 
and  magnificent. 

Nor  was  the  sorrow  in  the  British  Colonies  less  general  or 
profound.  Canada  was  deeply  affected,  and  made  many  touch- 
ing expressions  of  her  grief.  The  ceremonies  in  connection  with 
the  reception  of  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  York  were  postponed 
on  the  day  of  the  funeral,  the  day  having  been  appointed  by 
Lord  Minto  one  for  general  mourning.  The  schools  and  courts 
in  Toronto  and  other  cities  were  closed.  Memorial  services,  at- 
tended by  crowds,  were  held  by  leading  churches,  where  eloquent 
tributes  were  paid  to  the  many  great  qualities  of  the  martyred 
President,  and  his  favorite  hymns  were  sung.  At  Montreal, 
Christ  Church  Cathedral  was  packed  to  the  doors,  and  for  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  church  the  Stars  and  Stripes  and 
the  Union  Jack  were  intertwined  on  the  pulpit.  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurier,  the  Premier,  in  his  message  to  Washington,  said :  "The 
uncontrollable  sorrow  of  the  American  Nation  will  be  almost 
as  keenly  felt  by  the  people  of  Canada,  who,  being  so  close 
neighbors  of  the  United  States,  have  had  many  an  opportunity 
of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  noble  qualities  which  char- 
acterized Mr.  McKinlev  in  his  private  as  well  as  in  his  public 
life." 

In  British  Columbia  evidences  of  sympathy  were  most  marked. 
Flags  all  over  Victoria  were  flying  at  half-mast  and  many  of  the 
business  houses  and  offices  were  draped  in  mourning  as  a  mark 


of  respect  to  the  late  President.  At  Esquimalt,  the  headquar- 
ters of  the  British  Navy  on  the  Pacific,  the  American  flag  was 
flying  at  half-mast  from  the  mast  of  the  cruiser  Warspite,  the 
fliigship  of  Admiral  Bickforel,  and  in  many  other  ways  the  resi- 
dents of  other  cities  showed  their  grief  at  the  death  of  McKin- 
lev. 

In  Australia,  the  Federal  Parliament  and  the  various  State 
Legislatures  adjourned  out  of  respect  for  America's  sorrow,  and 
flags  were  generously  displayed  at  half-mast  in  the  cities. 

A  dispatch  from  Bombay,  India,  conveys  the  news  that  it  was 
observed  as  a  day  of  gene-ral  mourning  for  President  MeKinley. 
All  the  public  offices,  banks  and  stores  were  closed  and  services 
were  held  at  all  the  central  towns. 

At  Gibraltar,  all  flags  were  half-masted  at  noon  on  the  19th, 
and  the  Channel  squadron  and  the  land  batteries  fired  a  salute 
of  twenty-one  guns. 

All  over  the  British  Empire,  in  fact,  the  people  mourned  the 
passing  of  MeKinley  as  one  of  their  own. 


BRITAIN'S  COLONIAL  SYSTEH. 

T  was  greatly  impressed  during  my  investigations  abroad  with 
the  interest  evinced  in  colonial  questions  at  all  the  Capitols  which 
I  visited.  In  Englanel,  the  Colonial  Office  at  the  Home  Govern- 
ment interchanges,  at  intervals,  its  employees,  as  far  as  practic- 
able, with  the  Colony,  thus  obtaining  practical  and  experienced 
men  in  the  Home  office,  and  keeping  a  corps  of  men  in  training 
in  the  Colonies.  Everywhere  I  found  great  public  interest  in 
Colonial  matters  outsiele  of  official  circles.  In  London,  for  in- 
stance, there  is  a  Colonial  Institute,  composed  of  several  hundred 
ex-officials  of  the  Colonies  and  others  interested  in  Colonial  mat- 
ters, which  has  a  library  of  nearly  50,000  volumes  in  close  work- 
ing relation  with  the  library  of  the  Colonial  Department,  also 
containing  50,000  volumes.  The  members  of  the  institute  hold 
monthly  meetings  for  the  discussion  of  matters  pertaining  to  the 
management,  commerce,  statistics,  and  prosperity  of  the  Colonics 
and  their  commercial  relations  with  the  Mother  country. — 0.  P. 
Austin  in  "Social  Service,"  New  York. 


TO  CONNECT  BRITAIN  AND  IRELAND. 

The  proposal  to  make  a  tunnel  from  Great  Britain  to  Ireland 
was  discussed  at  the  recent  Engineering  Congress  in  Glasgow. 
The  line  proposed  in  the  plans  begins  at  Stranraer  Railway  Sta- 
tion, and  passing  north  enters  the  tunnel  at  five  miles,  and  de- 
scending one  in  seventy-five  passes  unde>r  the  shore  line  at  the  Ebb- 
stone  Beacon  at  nine  mile's.  It  passes  round  a  curve  of  a  mile 
radius  at  the  head  of  Beaufort  Dyke  at  sixteen  miles,  and  reaches 
the  shore  line  at  the  Island  of  Magee,  County  Antrim,  at  thirty- 
four  miles.  Pising  one  in  seventy-five  and  passing  out  of  the 
tunnel  at  thirty-nine  and  one-half  miles,  it  joins  the  Belfast 
and  Northern  Counties  Pailway  at  forty-one  miles,  and  runs 
te'ii  and  one-half  miles  along  it  into  the  terminus  at  Belfast.  The 
total  length  from  Stranraer  to  Belfast  is  fifty-one  and  one-half 
miles,  of  which  thirtv-four  and  one-half  is  tunned,  and  twenty- 
five  of  this  under  the' sea.   The  cost  is  estimated  at  £10,000,000.

BRITISH  NEWS  IN  BRIEF. 

Important  Events  not  Chronicled  in  the  Daily  Press. 

The  total  attendance  at  Glasgow  Exhibition  is  nearly  8,000,- 
000. 

This  year's  harvest  in  the  south  of  Ireland  is  stated  to  be  the 
best  experienced  for  a  quarter  of  a  century. 

The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  has  had  the  most 
prosperous  year  in  its  history. 

The  Spanish  Exhibition  at  the  Guildhall  was  visited  by  305,- 
000  people  during  the  four  months  it  was  open. 

An  expedition  has  left  Bulawayo  in  order  to  develop  thorough- 
ly the  Sengwe  coal  fields  in  North- Western  Rhodesia. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Irish  Prisons  Board  shows  a  con- 
siderable decrease  in  the  number  of  criminal  prisoners  last  year. 

New  Zealand  budget  shows  an  estimated  revenue  of  £5,896",- 
000,  and  an  expenditure  of  £5,7G3,000. 

The  mineral  <  utput  of  Canada  during  1900  is  estimated  at 
$67,14 3,375,  an  increase  of  42  per  cent  in  a  year. 

The  revised  figures  for  the  census  of  the  Punjab  show  a  total 
of  20,8(56,847  inhabitants,  an  increase  of  1,588,922  on  the  total 
for  1891. 

At  the  final  meeting  of  the  pan-Celtic  Congress  in  Dublin  it 
was  decided  to  hold  another  congress  in  Ireland  at  the  earliest 
opportunity,  in  1904  if  possible. 

Professor  Robertson,  Dominion  Commissioner  of  Agriculture 
ami  Dairying,  estimates  that  in  ten  years  Canadian  exports  to 
Great  Britain  will  amount  to  $200,000,000  yearly. 

The  Lords  of  the  Admiralty  have  decided  to  name  a  lirst-elass 
cruiser  of  14,000  tons,  which  is  now  in  course  of  construction, 
the  King  Alfred. 

The  Government  of  Western  Australia  have,  in  the  past  few 
years,  spent-  over  £1,000,000  in  making  the  port  of  Freemantle 
thoroughly  safe  and  secure  in  all  weathers. 

A  new  steel  bridge  over  the  Tyne,  between  Newcastle  and 
Gateshead,  which  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  E80,000,  is 
now  open. 

The  State  Government  of  Victoria  is  taking  steps  to  push  the 
sale  in  England  of  Australian  tobacco,  and  of  Victorian  tobacco 
in  particular. 

Mr.  Griffith  G.  Owen,  a  Criccieth  tradesman,  who  was  well- 
known  among  the  Welsh  Bardic  fraternity  as  "Geraint,"  was 
drowned  recently  while  bathing  at  Criccieth. 

Hon.  George  Murray,  Premier  of  Nova  Scotia,  lias  announced 
that  his  Government  will  grant  a  bonus  of  $100,000  to  the  com- 
pany establishing  a  steel  shipyard  in  Nova  Scotia. 

The  value  of  goods  imported  for  commercial  purposes  into  the 
Transvaal  for  the  half-year  ending  June  30  amounted  to  £1,- 
143,192,  yielding  customs  duties  to  the  amount  of  £168,448. 

Hon.  J.  1).  Greene,  ex-Premier  of  Newfoundland,  says  there  is 
a  strong  element  in  the  colony  in  favor  of  federation  with  the 
Dominion. 

Lord  Mount  Stephen  has  been  presented  at  Aberdeen  with  the. 
freedom  of  that  city  in  recognition  of  his  munificent  gift  of 
£25,000  to  clear  off  the  debt  resting  on  the  Aberdeen  Royal  In- 
firmary. 

The  Lords  of  the  Treasury  have  consented  to  give  a  grant  of 
£15,000  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  harbor  at  Craigenroan, 
in  the  Moray  Firth.  The  cost  of  the  works  is  estimated  at 
£45,000. 

The  Prince  of  Wales'  Cup,  which  has  been  held  for  many 
years  by  the  Royal  Nova  Scotia  Yacht  Squadron,  has  been  won 
for  the  Cape  Breton  Club  by  the  yacht  Gibon,  and  it  is  now  at 
Sydney,  Cape  Breton  Island. 

A  mural  tablet  to  Sir  Isaac  Pitman,  the  inventor  of  phon- 
ography, erected  by  the  Bath  Corporation  upon  the  house  in  the 
Pioyal-ereseont  where  he  lived,  has  been  unveiled  by  Mr.  Arthur  a 
Beckett,  President  of  the  Institute  of  Journalists. 

It  has  been  decided  to  erect  a  window  in  the  Chapel  Royal, 
Savoy,  and  also  to  found  either  an  annual  prize  or  a  scholarship 
at  one  or  more  of  the  musical  colleges  of  London,  in  memory  of 
Mr.  D'Oyly  Carte. 

The  Viceroy  reports  to  the  India  Office  that  heavy  and  timely 
rains  have  fallen  in  India,  much  improving  the  outlook,  which  is 
now  generally  favorable.  The  total  number  of  persons  now  on 
relief  is  537,000. 


A  wealthy  London  syndicate  has  been  formed  to  buy  up  the 
best  continental  hotels,  which  are  to  be  conducted  on  English 
lines.  Hotels  have  already  been  purchased  at  Lucerne,  Mont- 
reux,  Aix,  Naples,  Ostend  and  Baden. 

The  second  part  of  the  report  and  statistics  for  1900  relating 
to  persons  employed  and  accidents  at  mines  and  quarries  in  the 
United  Kingdom  has  been  issued  as  a  Blue  Book.  The  number 
of  persons  employed  during  the  year  was  908,412,  and  the  num- 
ber of  lives  lost  by  accident  1,050. 

The  Intercolonial  Railway  (New  Brunswick)  has  purchased 
thirty-eight  acres  of  land  in  St.  John  for  its  new  engine  house 
and  yard.  The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  is  planning  a  big 
yard  at  Bay  Shore,  St.  John  West.  The  plans  promise  two  of 
the  finest  railway  yards  in  Canada. 

Prom  the  result  of  inquiries  which  I  have  made  it  is  evident 
(says  the  Pretoria  correspondent  of  the  "Morning  Post")  that 
the  health  of  the  Army  is  better  than  it  ever  has  been  before  in 
the  course  of  the  campaign.  The  doctors,  in  fact,  have  very  lit- 
tle to  do. 

A  Nova  Scotia  exchange  reports :  "There  has  been  a  boom  in 
I  lie  shipbuilding  industry  in  Parrsboro  this  summer,  and  a  still 
-renter  one  is  assured  for  the  autumn.  According  to  report  there 
will  not  be  a  vacant  shipyard  along  the  whole  shore,  and  the  class 
of  vessels  will  be  of  larger  size  than  formerly." 

In  a  speech  at  the  opening  of  a  new  savings  bank  at  Norwich, 
Sir  Albert  Rollit,  M.  P.,  chairman  of  the  Inspection  Committee 
of  Savings  Banks,  stated  that  the  depositors  in  these  banks  now 
number  more  than  one  and  a  half  millions,  with  £15,500,000  at 
their  credit,  the  surplus  of  assets  over  liabilities  being  £1,115,000. 

At  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company,  the  shareholders  will  be  asked  to  sanction  the  issue  of 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  $2,000,000  for  the  purpose  of  adding 
another  steamship  to  the  Empress  fleet  on  the  Pacific  Ocean  and 
of  making  other  improvements  in  the  company's  service. 

The  Department  of  Militia  (Canada)  has  received  a  cable 
from  the  Imperial  War  Office  stating  that  when  a  distribution  of 
the  guns  captured  during  the  Boer  war  is  being  made,  the  claims 
of  Canada  for  these  mementoes  of  the  struggle  in  which  her  sons 
played  such  a  noble  part  will  not  be  overlooked. 

The  new  masonry  pier,  Dover,  which  runs  nearly  3,000  feet 
to  sea  and  encloses  seventy-five  acres  of  water,  is  to  be  completed 
this  month,  as  soon  as  the  railway  connection  is  made  at  the  shore 
end,  and  the  pier  will  offer  all  facilities  necessary  for  ocean 
liners." 

At  the  London  and  South- Western  Bank  sports,  which  were 
held  at  Heme  Hill,  A.  K.  Manlcy  threw  1  he  cricket  ball  a  distance 
of  138  yards  2  feet.  Tliis  beats  British  record  by  6  yards  2  feet, 
and  is  only  1  yard  1  foot  worse  than  world's  record,  which  was 
made  by  "Billy  the  Aboriginal,"  at  Clermont,  Australia,  in  1872. 

The  American  trade  paper  "Eederationist"  published  a  number 
of  communications  from  prominent  members  of  British  trades 
unions  on  the  question  of  trades  unionism  and  trade,  which  is 
being  discussed  in  the  paper.  The  British  unionists  deny  that 
the  rise  of  trades  unions  in  England  has  had  any  effect  in  the 
direction  of  driving  capital  out  of  the  country. 

Her  Majesty  Queen  Alexandra  has  sent  a  letter  to  Lady  Am- 
herst expressing  her  desire  to  do  everything  in  her  power  to 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  national  industries.  The  Queen  ex- 
presses, therefore,  the  earnest  hope  that  all  ladies  who  are  to  be 
present  at  the  Coronation  will  employ  for  their  dresses  as  much 
as  possible  material  made  by  British  manufacturers,  and  em- 
broidered by  British  workwomen. 

Mr.  William  Radcliffc,  a  British  subject,  who,  some  time  ago, 
put  in  a  chi im  against  the  State  of  Colorado  for  $fi,000,  the  value 
of  an  hotel  and  other  property  alleged  to  have  been  burned  by  a, 
mob  at  Grand  Mesa  Lake  out  of  revenge  for  the  killing  of  a  man 
by  a  game  warder,  has  suffered  further  loss  from  the  animosity 
of  the  inhabitants,  a  mob  of  people  having  now  burned  all  the 
remaining  buildings  belonging  to  him. 

That  the  great  International  Exhibition  at  Glasgow  will  prove 
a  success  of  almost  unhoped-for  dimensions  is  now  certain.  The 
whole  expenses  were  covered  and  the  guarantee  fund  was  safe 
within  the  first  fortnight.  Taking  the  present  figures  as  a  basis, 
a  surplus  of  some  £10^,000  may  confidently  be  expected  at  the 
close  of  the  exhibition.  The  profits  of  the  1888  show,  it  may  be 
remembered,  were  used  towards  the  building  expenses  of  the  mag- 
nificent art  gallery,  which  will  remain  a  permanent  memorial, 
like  the  Grand  Palais  and  the  Petit  Palais  of  Paris. 
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A  party  of  Royal  Engineers,  under  Major  A.  E.  G.  Wather- 
ston,  has  left  Liverpool  for  the  Gold  Coast  to  survey  the  country. 

For  the  past  year,  ending  August  31,  1,305  persons  traveled  to 
Ecclefeehan,  Scotland,  to  visit  the  shrine  of  Thomas  Carlyle. 

The  Queen  Victoria  National  Memorial  Fund  now  amounts  to 
£100,000. 

British  railway  receipts  for  the  week  ending  August  31  in- 
creased £23,564  over  the  corresponding  week  of  1900. 

The  Canadian  team  of  rifle  shooters  defeated  the  American 
team  at  Seagirt  on  September  5th  by  twenty-eight  points,  win- 
ning the  Palma  trophy. 

Mr.  A.  Barlow,  of  Shirley.  Southampton,  has  distributed  a 
sum  or  £13,050  among  local  hospitals  and  kindred  charitable 
institutions. 

The  revenue  of  New  South  Wales  for  July  and  August  prac- 
tically shows  an  increase  of  £117,100,  as  compared  with  the 
corresponding  period  of  1900. 

A  special  service,  in  which  a  full  orchestra  and  chorus  took 
part,  was  held  in  Gloucester  Cathedral  last  month  to  commem- 
orate the  178th  Gloucester  musical  festival. 

American  lawyers  have  forwarded  through  Mr.  Choate  the 
sum  of  £852  lis  9d  towards  the  Lord  Russell  of  Killowen  Mem- 
aria]  Fund. 

A  new  and  important  link  in  the  railway  systems  of  the 
British  Empire  is  under  contemplation  whereby  the  Federated 
States  of  Malaysia  will  be  placed  in  direct  communication  by 
land  with  Singapore. 

The  report  for  Last  year  of  the  Colonial  Secretary  of  Barbados 
shows  a  revenue  of  £185,474,  of  which  over  75  per  cent  is  de- 
rived from  customs  and  excise,  and  an  expenditure  of  £182,805. 
The  colony  has  thus  paid  its  way  well. 

To  show  their  sympathy  with  Lord  Kitchener  and  the  troops 
in  South  Africa  several  Greek  ladies  in  London,  Athens,  and 
Alexandria  organized  a  collection  of  comforts  for  soldiers  in 
hospital.  These  were  packed  in  200  cases  and  conveyed  free  to 
Cape  Town  last  July. 

Contrary  to  common  belief,  the  returns  of  the  Society  of 
Friends,  recently  compiled,  for  the  last  forty  years  show  that  in 
Great  Britain  the  membership  has  increased  from  13,800  to  17,- 
300,  or,  including  regular  attendants,  from  17,000  to  25,100 — 
an  average  yearly  gain  of  about  200. 

A  convention  has  been  signed  between  the  British  and  Per- 
sian Governments  for  the  construction  of  a  three-wire  telegraph 
line  from  Kashan  to  British  Baluchistan,  via  Yesd,  Kerman  and 
Bampur,  on  conditions  simjar  to  those  of  the  convention  of  1872 
foi  a  telegraph  line  from  Teheran  to  Bushire. 

After  eleven  years  of  litigation  and  estrangement,  due  to  the 
abolition  of  separate  Roman  Catholic  schools  in  Manitoba,  an 
agreement  has  just  been  concluded  whereby  all  the  Catholic 
schools  of  Winnipeg  are  to  be  taken  over  by  the  Public  School 
Board  and  merged  in  the  public  system. 

Following  on  the  amalgamation  of  all  the  forces  in  British 
West  Africa  under  the  names  of  the  West  African  Frontier  Force, 
it  has  been  decided  to  create  the  post  of  inspector  general  of  that 
force,  and  Brigadier  General  Kemball,  I?.  A.,  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  the  post. 

In  spite  of  the  war,  emigration  from  Great  Britain  is  very 
brisk  this  season.  The  increase  began  last  year,  when  the  record 
for  the  previous  seven  years  was  beaten.  No  fewer  than  170,000 
English,  Scotch,  and  Irish  left  the  old  country  for  the  new  lands 
over-sea.  More  than  00  per  cent  of  the  whole  were  English  and 
27  per  cent  were  Irish.  Comparatively  few  Englishwomen  emi- 
grated:  but  among  the  Irish  more  women  emigrate  than  men. 

The  city  of  Glasgow  is  very  much  to  the  front  just  now.  In 
addition  to  the  highly  successful  exhibition,  the  British  Asso- 
ciation is  about  to  meet  there,  and  later  on  the  fourth  annual 
confen  nee  of  the  Baptist  Students'  Fraternal  Union.  In  the 
autumn  next  year  the  Congregational  Dnion  of  England  and 
Wales  will  hold  its  Autumnal  Assembly  there  for  the  first  time 
since  its  formation  in  1831. 

It  has  been  arranged  that  Mr.  M;ieLaren's  English  cricket  team 
shall  play  five  test  matches  against  Australia.  The  first  of  these 
will  lie  played  at  Sydney,  commencing  on  December  13,  the  sec- 
ond at  Melbourne  on  January  1.  the  third  at  Adelaide  on  January 
16,  the  fourth  at  Sydney  on  February  14,  and  the  final  at  Mel- 
bourne on  February  22. 


Mrs.  W.  A.  Watson  Armstrong,  niece  of  the  late  Lord  Arm- 
strong, has  laid  the  foundation  stone  of  a  new  art  gallery  in  New- 
castle, presented  by  Mr.  Alex.  Laing,  hotel  proprietor,  to  the  in- 
habitants, to  mark  his  50th  year  of  commercial  life  in  the  city. 
The  gallery  will  cost  £20,000,  and  will  be  erected  on  the  site 
given  by  the  corporation,  adjoining  the  public  libraries. 

The  Canadian  Government  system  of  telegraphs  has  just  been 
completed  to  Chateau  Bay,  1,100  miles  below  Quebec.  The  cable 
connecting  the  telegraph  line  with  Belle  Isle  light-station,  off 
Labrador,  will  be  laid  by  September  15.  The  Marconi  apparatus 
will  be  installed  on  Belle  Isle  so  that  passing  vessels  which  are 
properly  equipped  may  be  communicated  with  in  the  event  of  a 
break  in  the  cable. 

The  Boer  prisoners  at  Simons  Town  presented  several  serviette 
rings  and  a  shield-shaped  brooch  to  the  Duke  and  Dutchess  of 
Cornwall.  The  presents  were  made  entirely  from  Kruger  coins, 
and  were  accompanied  by  an  address.  At  the  Duke's  request  the 
donors  wen  presented  to  their  Royal  Highnesses  at  the  Admiralty 
House.  The  Duke  thanked  and  shook  hands  with  the  prisoners, 
an  act  which  gave  them  the  greatest  delight. 

A  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  South  Shore  Railway, 
from  Halifax  to  Varmouth.  No, a  Scotia,  has  been  signed.  The 
Government  will  loan  to  the  contractors  $13,500  for  each  mile  of 
tin  line.  The  road  will  be  standard  gauge,  and  must  be  ready 
by  December  31,  1003.  The  total  distance  to  be  completed,  with 
branches,  will  be  about  180  miles,  which  will,  therefore,  entail 
an  expenditure  of  about  $2,430,000  on  the  part  of  the  province. 

Lord  Kitchener  and  the  military  would  have  paid  the  remains 
of  Mrs.  Kruger  every  honor,  but  it  was  the  express  wish  of  the 
family  as  of  the  deceased  that  there  should  be  no  ceremonial, 
but  that  all  should  be  done  in  the  plainest  manner.  There  was 
no  procession,  nor  was  any  attempt  at  forming  one  made,  but 
informally,  and  out  of  pity  and  respect,  the  President's  wife  was 
followed  by  British  and  Boer  to  her  last  resting  place. 

After  commenting,  at  the  half-yearly  meeting  of  the  Marvport 
and  Carlisle  Railway  Company,  on  the  satisfactory  position  of 
that  company,  Sir  Wilfrid. Lawson,  who  presided,  referred  to  the 
amazing  wealth  of  the  country.  Great  Britain,  he  said,  was 
carrying  on  an  expensive  war,  over  which  tremendous  sums  had 
been  spent,  yet  there  did  not  seem  to  be  any  outward  and  visible- 
sign  of  the  drying-up  of  the  great  sources  of  wealth  in  the  coun- 
try. 

A  Halifax  (  N.  S.)  dispatch  says:  "Within  a  few  days  a  com- 
pany will  be  organized  in  this  city  to  construct  and  operate  a 
ship-building  plant,  in  the  port  of  Halifax,  and  to  qualify  for  the 
municipal  and  provincial  bonuses  that  have  been  offered.  The 
company  will  principally  be  a  local  one,  and  in  it  John  F.  Stairs 
and  B.  F.  Pearson  are  largely  interested.  Besides,  there  is  a 
possibility  of  British  competitors  for  the  aggregate  bonus  of 
$500,000  that  has  now  been  hung  up  for  plants  at  this  port." 

The  half-yearly  reports  of  the  various  Irish  banks  have  re- 
cently appeared,  and  if  one  can  judge  by  them  Ireland  ought  to 
be  in  a  very  flourishing  condition,  says  an  exchange.  The  net 
profits  of  the  National  Bank  work  out  at  £110,183,  enabling 
them  to  pay  10  per  cent,  and  add  £15,000  to  the  reserve  fund. 
The  amount  on  deposits  and  current  accounts  was  £2,090,000. 
The  Provincial  Bank  paid  11  per  cent,  and  the  deposit  receipts 
and  current  balances  mounted  up  to  the  substantial  sum  of 
£4,077,972.    The  smaller  banking  companies  also  did  well. 

The  Trustee  Savings  Banks  of  the  United  Kingdom,  which 
have  nothing  to  do  with  the  postollice,  and  existed  before  ever  the 
poetoffice  savings  banks  were,  number  230,  according  to  a  Blue 
Book  just  published.  They  are  responsible  to  1,025.023  de- 
positors for  fifty-one  millions  sterling,  upon  which  they  paid 
interest  last  year  at  an  average  rate  of  £2  9s  lOd.  Of  this  total 
thirty-two  millions  were  deposited  in  England,  sixteen  and  a 
half  millions  in  Scotland,  two  and  a  quarter  millions  in  Ireland, 
and  rather  over  half  a  million  in  the  Channel  Islands. 

The  ninety-seventh  report  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible 
Society  has  just  been  issued.  It  is  a  very  creditable  production, 
and  is  worthy  of  much  more  careful  study  than  such  publications 
usually  receive.  The  Society's  list  now  contains  complete  Bibles 
in  100  languages,  complete  New  Testaments  in  nearly  100  others, 
and  some  portion  of  Scripture  in  more  than  150  others.  The 
following  passage  is  painful :  "As  a  rule,  we  still  experience  the 
cordial  and  steady  co-operation  of  the  Russian  Church,  in  con- 
trast with  the  sleepless  opposition  of  the  Roman  Church  in  all 
countries  where  it  has  power." 
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At  a  recent  meeting  of  Boston  (England)  Town  Council  the 
mayor  read  a  letter  from  the  Vigilance  League  of  New  York,  in 
which  it  was  stated  :  "In  such  matters  as  public  baths,  wash- 
houses,  artisans'  dwellings,  and  housing  of  the  working  classes, 
technical  schools,  parks,  municipal  tramways,  lighting  plants, 
scientific  disposal  of  refuse,  etc.,  our  city  is  far  behind  English 
cities  and  boroughs.  We  desire  to  stir  up  our  people  by  printing 
and  circulating  the  facts,  and  by  publishing  pictures  showing 
what  you  are  doing." 

Mr.  Butler,  Treasurer  of  South  Australia,  in  his  Budget 
speech  declared  that  last  year's  expenditure  exceeded  the  revenue 
by  £22,000,  an  excess  which  was  principally  due  to  the  despatch 
of  the  South  African  contingents  and  the  cost  of  the  Federal 
celebrations.  The  revenue  was  the  largest  on  record.  The  re- 
ceipts from  railways  showed  an  increase  over  those  of  the  pre- 
vious year  of  £70,000,  and  Customs  an  increase  of  £50,000.  After 
providing  for  last  year's  deficiency,  Mr.  Butler  expected  that 
there  would  be  a  surplus  this  year  of  £fi,000. 

A  permanent  Ruskin  Museum  has  been  opened  at  Coniston, 
Lancashire,  being  the  outcome  of  a  Ruskin  Exhibition  held  there 
last  summer.  It  consists  of  a  large,  well-lighted  room  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Coniston  Institute,  and  has  been  specially  built 
and  furnished  for  the  purpose.  The  contents  include  numerous 
interesting  and  valuable  articles  contributed  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Arthur  Severn,  of  Brantwood,  and  by  Mr.  \V.  C.  Collingwood,  of 
Coniston;  and  the  work  of  getting  together  and  arranging  them 
is  being  carried  out  by  the  latter  gentleman,  to  whose  efforts  the 
organization  of  last  year's  Ruskin  Exhibition  was  mainly  due. 

Mr.  W.  P.  Reeves,  Agent-General,  in  London,  for  New  Zea- 
land, has  recived  a  cable  from  Wellington,  containing  details  of 
the  financial  statement  for  the  colony.  They  show  a  credit 
balance  of  £427,000,  which,  with  £105,000  carried  forward  from 
last  year,  gives  a  total  credit  of  £532,000.  The  revenue  shows  an 
increase  over  the  previous  year  of  £212,000,  and  Customs  receipts 
were  £175,000  in  excess  of  the  estimate.  The  adopt  inn  of  penny 
postage  has  given  universal  satisfaction,  and,  notwithstanding 
the  concession,  stamp  receipts  show  an  increase  of  £49,000. 

Dispatches  in  London  papers  state  that  Lord  Kitchener  has 
sent  King  Edward,  as  Colonel-i n-Chief  of  the  Cordon  High- 
landers, an  account  of  an  incident  that  strongly  recalls  the  storm- 
ing of  Dargai  Heights  by  that  regiment.  Lord  Kitchener  says 
that  after  surrendering  Commandant  do  Villiers  informed  him 
that  during  the  Boer  attack  of  July  4th  on  Watsoon  Sphuitt  the 
Highlanders  behaved  with  the  utmost  gallantry.  "The  last  four 
men,  though  completely  surrounded  and  without  cover,  continued 
to  fire  until  three  were  killed  and  the  fourth  was  wounded.  On 
the  Boers  asking  the  survivor  the  reason  why  they  had  not  sur- 
rendered he  replied  :  'Why,  man,  we  are  Gordon  Highlanders.'  " 
The  admirable  report  of  the  British  Consul  at  Bahia,  Brazil, 
calls  attention  to  the  way  Great  Britain  has  held  her  own  m 
South  American  trade.  "Germany  has,  it  is  true,  proved  a  some- 
what serious  competitor,  but  the  United  States  are  pushed  on  one 
side.  This  is  due  to  two  things.  We  have  control  of  the  financial 
institutions,  and  the  nation  that  holds  the  banks  usually  captures 
the  trade.  Our  second  advantage  is  the  high  character  of  British 
exports  to  South  America.  In  Buenos  Ayres,  for  instance,  there 
can  be  no  higher  praise  for  an  article  than  to  call  it  'English.' 
And  though  our  prices  are  high,  the  people  are  willing  to  pay  so 
long  as  our  things  are  good." 

The  last  four  years  tell  a  tale  of  steadily  increasing  prosperity 
for  the  working  classes  of  the  United  Kingdom.  In  the  period 
from  January,  1897  to  December,  1900,  inclusive,  the  total 
weekly  increase  in  the  wage  bill  of  the  country  has  amounted  to 
£469,541,  or  an  average  of  nearly  a  shilling  per  head  increase  per 
week  for  the  whole  of  the  industrial  classes.  Even  more  remark- 
able is  the  fact  that  an  average  of  95  per  cent  of  those  affected  by 
these  changes  in  wages  secured  their  increases  without  a  strike. 
In  1899  only  3  per  cent  of  workers  struck  for  higher  wages.  Con- 
current with  the  improvement  in  wages,  there  has  been  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  hours  of  labor,  which,  taking  the  same  period  of  four 
years,  works  out  to  an  average  weekly  reduction  of  about  fourteen 
hours  for  each  person  who  benefited. 

To  commence  the  work  of  spanning  the  Indian  Ocean  with  a 
line  of  cable,  the  Anglia,  the  largest  cable-laying  steamer  in  the 
world,  belonging  to  the  Telegraph  Construction  and  Maintenance 
Company,  leaves  London  for  Mauritius.  This  cable  will  be  one 
of  two  new  lines  long  projected  to  further  connect  England  and 
Australia,  and  it  is  to  be  laid  down  for  the  Eastern  Telegraph 


Company.  The  work  is  to  be  completed  early  next  year.  The 
other  line  will  traverse  the  Pacific  from  Vancouver  in 
British  Columbia  to  Southport,  near  Brisbane,  in  Queensland. 
This  will  probably  be  in  operation  at  the  end  of  next  year,  and 
will  couple  up  England  and  British  North  America  with  Aus- 
tralia, New  Zealand,  and  the  Fiji  Islands.  When  completed  this 
line  will  contain  the  longest  cable  span  in  the  world — the  dis- 
tance of  3,600  miles  from  Vancouver  to  Fanning  Island.  The 
deepest  sounding  between  these  two  places  is  3,207  fathoms, 
which  is  within  300  fathoms  of  the  deepest  cable  yet  laid. 


The  ceremonies  in  connection  with  the  celebration  of  the  one 
thousandth  anniversay  of  the  death  of  King  Alfred  the  Great 
began  in  Winchester,  September  19th,  with  a  lecture  on  the  life 
of  the  King  by  Frederic  Harrison  and  a  reading  from  Tenny- 
son's "Becket"  by  Sir  Henry  Irving.  There  was  a  large  attend- 
ance of  visitors  from  all  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom.  Mr. 
Harrison  reminded  his  American  hearers  that  from  the  Danish 
settlements  which  King  Alfred  had  permitted  had  gone  the  first 
American  settlers. 

Sir  Henry  Irving,  replying  to  a  vote  of  thanks  for  the  reading, 
referred  to  Mr.  McKinley  as  "the  emblem  of  noble  purpose,  high 
thought  and  patriotism."  and  declared  that  "his  memory  shall 
remain  green  forever  in  the  hearts  of  the  loyal  and  expansive 
race  of  all  English-speaking  people." 

On  September  20th,  in  the  presence  of  a  vast  concourse  of 
Anglo-Saxon  delegates  Lord  Rosebery  unveiled  the  great  statue 
of  King  Alfred.  In  the  course  of  bis  eulogy  of  the  Saxon  King 
Lord  Rosebery  said  :  "King  Alfred  wrought  immortal  work  for 
us  and  for  our  sifter  nation  over  the  sea,  which,  in  the  supreme 
moments  of  stress  and  sorrow,  is  irresistibly  joined  to  us  across 
the  centuries  and  across  the  seas." 

Among  the  American  delegates  who  were  prominent  figures 
in  the  ceremonies  were  Lambert  Tree,  Professor  C.  B.  Bradley 
of  the  University  of  California,  Colonel  Higginson,  representing 
Harvard;  Edward  Mead,  representing  Boston,  and  Charles 
Francis  Adams.

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THE  ROYAL  TRAIN. 

The  following  description  of  the  train  which  conveyed  the 
I  {oval  party  across  Canada  is  taken  from  a  Canadian  exchange: 

"Tli is  week,  one  of  the  inosi  perfectly  appointed  trains  ever 
constructed  will  leave  the  shops  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  in  Montreal.  It  is  intended  for  the  use  of  their  Royal 
Highnesses  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cornwall  and  York,  during 
their  Canadian  tour.  The  train  will  be  T.'in  feet  in  length,  and 
will  weigh  595  tons.  It  will  consist  of  the  day  coach  Cornwall 
and  the  night  coach  York,  for  the  especial  use  of  their  Royal 
Highnesses;  the  compartment  car,  Canada;  the  sleeping  cars, 
Australia,  India  and  South  Africa;  and  the  dining  car,  Sand- 
ringham — together  with  cars  for  the  baggage,  and  for  the  rail- 
way employees — nine  coaches  in  all.  This  long,  heavy  train  will 
be  hauled  by  locomotives  of  the  Atlantic  and  Consolidation  types 
of  passenger  engines  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway. 

"This  train  is  truly  a  marvel  of  elegance.  It  is  finished  out- 
side  in  natural  mahogany.  It  is  vestibuled  throughout  so  that 
communication  without  exposure  to  the  weather  is  made  from 
one  end  to  the  other.  The  interior  of  this  wonderful  train  is  a 
revelation  of  the  possibilities  of  luxury  and  comfort  of  modern 
railway  travel.  The  train  is  lighted  from  end  to  end  by  elec- 
t  rieity. 

"The  lamps  are  all  placed  behind  shades  of  cut  glass,  set  in 
the  ornamental  work  of  the  ceilings,  an  ample,  but  soft,  light 
Hooding  the  whole  interior  through  the  great  opal  hem- 
ispheres. But  even  more  wonderful,  perhaps,  than  the  lighting 
is  the  perfection  of  the  telephone  service.  Telephones  of  a  new 
pattern  have  been  installed  in  every  coach — one  novelty  being  an 
arrangement  by  which  all  the  instruments  may  be  in  use  at  the 
same  moment,  without  any  one  of  them  interfering  with  any 
other.  This  train  will  be  used  on  the  Royal  progress  from  Quebec 
to  Vancouver  and  return  to  Halifax,  that  is  to  say,  for  a  journey 
of  over  7,000  miles,  and  an  endeavor  has  been  made  to  provide  all 
the  comforts  and  luxuries  usually  attainable  in  a  first  class  hotel. 

"The  Duchess'  boudoir  is  between  the  reception  and  dining 
rooms.  Its  prevailing  shade  is  a  pearl  grey.  The  panels  are 
painted  a  la  Watteau.  The  lattice  work  of  the  ceiling,  by  which 
ventilation  is  secured,  as  well  as  the  ornaments  of  the  panels  are 
touched  lightly  with  gold.  The  ilia peries  are  of  light  blue  moire 
silk,  and  divans,  chairs,  and  table  are  gilt  to  match  the  panels. 
This  little  boudoir  on  wheels  will  be  the  envy  of  every  woman 
who  sees  it :  nothing  more  perfect  of  its  size  could  be  imagined. 
Sbattle  has  surpassed  himself  in  his  work  Upon  the  ten  panels 
which  adorn  the  walls:  the  dainty  table,  the  reading  lamp  and 
chairs  lire  all  heavily  gilt,  ami  adjacent  to  it  is  a  most  complete 
toilet  room." 


HARINE  STATISTICS. 

Tnc  wreck  statistics  for  the  year  1900,  puhlisncd  by  Lloyd's 
Register,  show  that  the  effective  mercantile  marine  of  the  world 
suffered  a  loss  of  S  IS  vessels  of  <>77,182  tons,  e-xcluding  all  ves- 
sels of  less  than  100  tons. 

Sailing  vi  ssels  lost  numbered  552,  and  steamers  29G,  the  for- 
mer being  below  the  average  of  the. previous  nine  years  by  274 
and  the  latter  above  the  average  by  16  vessels. 

The  merchant  navies  which  exceed  a  total  of  1.000,000  tons 
are  those  of  the  Tinted  Kingdom,  the  British  Colonies,  the 
United  States  of  America.  France,  (iermanv,  and  Norway.  Of 
these  countries,  the  Cnited  Kingdom  and  the  British  Colonies 
show  the  smallest  percentages  of  loss — viz.,  2.3'J  and  2.34  per 
cent.,  respectively,  of  the  vessels  owned;  Germany  follows  with 
:{..'!!*  per  cent  :  and  Norway  is  the  highest,  with  (>.:>'.)  per  cent. 

As  regards  steamers,  while  the  percentages  for  the  United 
Kingdom  stands  at  Lit"),  the  average  of  the  percentages  of  loss 
for  the  (, tin  i-  five  countries  is  •>.'>'■'>.  For  sailing  vessels,  the  other 
five  countries  show  an  average  percentage  of  5.0!),  as  compared 
with  4.01  per  cent  for  the  United  Kingdom.  The  percentages 
suggest  that  steamers  have  a  much  greater  immunity  from  dis- 
aster than  have  sailing  vessels. 

The  British  flag  floats  over  a  larger  number  of  both  steamers 
and  sailing  vt>sel>  than  does  the  flag  of  any  other  nation.  In 
steamers  it  has  a  tremendous  lead,  having  7,9:50  ships,  as  com- 
pared with  the  1,209  of  (iermanv.  its  nearest  competitor.  In 
sailing  vessels  America  has  a  larger  number  than  the  United 
Kingdom — viz.,  2. Fin,  as  compared  with  1,894,  but  the  latter 
represent  a  greater  tonnage  than  the  former,  and  do  not  include 
1,014  vessels  belonging  to  the  British  Colonies. 


WONDERFUL  RECORD  OF  BRITISH  ENGINE. 

The  famous  No.  1  Great  Northern  engine  stationed  at  Peter- 
borough has  just  completed  a  total  run  of  four  million  miles, 
which  is  believed  to  be  the  longest  distance  covered  by  any  loco- 
motive in  England.  It  was  built  at  Doncaster  in  1870,  and  was 
the  first  to  be  fitted  with  outside  cylinders  and  a  single  driving 
wheel. 

For  over  thirty  years  the  engine  has  been  employed  regularly 
almost  daily  on  express  work,  and  is  still  able  to  hold  its  own 
with  most  of  tbe  recent  "flyers." 

Even  our  trade  rivals  now  reluctantly  half  admit  that  the  bat-, 
tie  o;-'  the  engines  has  gone  in  favor  of  England.  Although  the 
American  engine,  with  its  outside  cylinders,  outside  connecting 
engines,  bar  frames,  and  rough  finish,  may  be  adapted  for  its  own 
field,  the  British  make  is,  on  the  whole,  not  merely  better  finished 
and  more  durable,  but  more  economical  in  working. 

The  foregoing  is  from  the  London  "Mail."  The  editor  of  the 
"Locomotive  Magazine"  is  even  more  explicit.  "The  British 
built  engine,''  he  says,  "like  the  British-built  bridge  and  the 
British-constructed  permanent  way,  is  designed  to  'stay/  There 
are  plenty  of  engines  running  today  on  British  railways — aye, 
and  on  Continental  ones  too — that  were  constructed  twenty, 
thirty,  forty,  and  even  more  years  ago,  and  which  are  still  perfect- 
ly reliable  in  evcrv  way. 

"American  builders  can  show  nothing  even  remotely  akin  to 
this.  The  'life'  of  a  Yankee  'loco'  may  be  as  short  as  ten  years. 
It  would  certainly  be  considered  aged  at  fifteen.  And  I  should 
imftfirine  there  are  not  above  a  score  of  twenty-year-old  loco- 
mot  ives  in  the  whole  of  the  Cnited  States,  that  are  regularly  en- 
gaa  d  in  the  passenger  service  of  any  of  the  first-class  lines.  The 
American  engineer  does  not  even  pretend  to  build  his  locomotive 
to  'stay.'  " 


UNFRIENDLY  AUSTRIANS. 

The  Vienna  correspondent  of  the  London  "Times"  writes: 
"The  jealousy  and  apprehension  aroused  by  the  economic  pro- 
gress of  America  tends  to  invade  the  political  sphere  also.  This 
18  evident  from  the  tone  in  which  the  alleged  design  of  the  Cnited 
States  to  rob  the  minor  republics  of  their  independence  and  to 
secure  the  hegemony  of  the  American  Continent  is  commented 
upon  in  the  Austrian  press.  The  action  of  the  Washington 
Government  in  regard  to  the  differences  between  Venezuela  and 
Colombia  is  characterized  by  the  "Neue  Freic  Presse"'  as  the  first 
practical  application  of  Pan-American  Imperialism  in  the  West- 
ern Hemisphere.  The  leading  clerical  organ  says  that  it  is  ob- 
vious that  the  Cnited  States  are  taking  advantage  of  the  conflict 
in  order  to  have  some  pretext  for  seizing  the  Isthmus.  The  semi- 
official "Frenidenblatt"  regards  the  gradual  subordination  of  the 
minor  States  to  the  will  of  the  great  Republic  as  natural  and  in- 
evitable. Other  Austrian  journals  would  apparently  wish  to 
see  tliir.  course  of  development  interrupted  by  a  conflict  between 
Fngland  and  the  United  States  over  the  Clayton-Bulwer  Treaty, 
evidently  forgetting  in  their  prejudice  against  America  that  the 
Dual  Monarchy  would  not  be  likely  to  profit  by  a  quarrel  which 
would  hamper  the  action  of  such  a  trustworthy  friend  to  her  as 
the  British  Empire.  Such  a  desire  on  the  part  of  certain  other 
European  powers  is  quite  conceivable.  I  am  given  to  understand, 
however,  on  exceptionally  good  authority  that,  the  enemies  of  the 
Fnglish-speaking  race  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  will  most 
probably  be  disappointed,  as  the  renewed  negotiations  between 
the  British  and  American  Governments  respecting  the  treaty 
promise  to  lead  to  a  mutually  satisfactory  result."

Warm  Vad,  July  24,  1901. 
To  Editor  of  the  Brttish-Caltfoenian  : 

IT  is  just  two  months  today  that  another  Sister  and  myself  left 
Pretoria  for  "Warm  Vad,"  but  as  it  is  now  more  generally 
called  "Warm  Baths."  The  train  leaving  early  in  the  morn- 
ing we  entrained  the  evening  before.  The  Pretoria  station  is  not 
a  very  enviable  place  to  sleep  in.  As  the  train  traveled  north  we 
noticed  a  great  difference  between  the  "Bush  Veldt"  and  "High 
Veldt."  Some  of  the  Mcmosa  trees  are  about  eight  or  ten  feet  in 
height,  the  average  not  more  than  three  or  four;  the  low  bushes 
having  long  white  thorns  about  one  to  three  inches  in  length, 
are  used  for  fencing  in  cattle  kraals.  It  keeps  the  cattle  in  as 
well  as  barbed  wire — certainly  it  is  barbed  enough.  The  kopjes 
do  not  stand  out  as  distinctly ;  more  like  continual  ranges  of 
mountains  without  any  mountain  peaks  as  we  have  in  California. 

On  arrival,  found  the  place  consists  of  a  hotel  and  one  hundred 
forty-five  bath  houses.  Only  cottages  have  been  destroyed  that 
were  anywhere  near  hotel.  This  has  been  quite  a  famous  winter 
resort,  a  great  number  of  people  camped  in  vicinity  and  took  the 
baths,  which  are  supplied  with  warm  water  from  a.  hot  spring 
enclosed  in  a  rotunda-shaped  building,  where  there  are  steam 
baths  all  well-fitted  up  with  porcelain  tubs,  etc.  Kruger  spent 
for  the  Government  twenty-three  thousand  pounds  in  improve-

ments.  The  baths  are  supposed  to  be  especially  good  for  rheu- 
maiism,  the  water  containing  soda,  iron  and  Uthia.  The  dining- 
room  of  hotel  being  large  makes  a  fine  ward  for  hospital,  the 
hotel  being  used  for  that  purpose  at  present.  The  billiard-room, 
same  size,  has  not  been  disturbed.  It  contains  two  very  fine 
billiard  tables.  The  bar  is  our  dispensary.  Bed-rooms  ami  some 
suites  are  all  in  the  compound,  each  opening  on  to  a  long  "stoep" 
on  either  side  of  an  arbor  covered  with  vines.  The  surrounding 
country  has  been  well  settled  ;  very  large  farms  which  we  have 
visited  are  all  dessrted  now:  the  bouses  have  not  been  burnt.  AVe 
often  drive  out  in  a  donkey  cart  to  get  lemons  for  the  patients. 
The  Commandant  objects  to  the  men  going,  for  the  Boers  fre- 
quently visit  these  places  and  our  men  may  get  "sniped"  at.  If 
they  have  seen  us  we  have  not  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  them; 
we  know  they  would  do  us  no  harm,  therefore  are  not  afraid. 
We  always  go  in  uniform  so  they  know  who  we  are. 

About  five  miles  from  here  is  a  very  large  Kaffir  kraal  called 
"Matalastadt,"  with  from  live  to  six  hundred  inhabitants.  Their 
homes  are  very  neat,  mostly  surrounded  witli  a  wall  made  of 
mud,  which  is  decorated  on  the  inside  in  grotesque  designs  of 
colored  clay*;  thatched  roofs,  bee-hive  shape:  a  very  small  en- 
trance, and  no  windows  to  their  huts.  The  women  and  children 
come  out  to  greet  you  :  most  of  them  wear  blankets,  and  are 
decorated  with  necklaces  of  beads,  bracelets  and  anklets;  the 
chi'drcn  or  pickaninnies — mostly  nude.  We  have  a  number  come 
in  to  be  treated  every  morning ;  they  love  to  take  medicine.  They 
usually  bring  in  eggs  as  payment,  which  we  use  for  patients  in 
hospital.  One  poor  old  woman  came  in  twenty  miles  this  morn- 
ing for  treatment. 


This  is  our  second  occupation  of  Warm  Vad.  Last  August  we 
only  held  it  18  days.  We  had  not  enough  troops  here,  so  re- 
treated. Now  we  have  had  it  garrisoned  since  March  31st.  It 
remains  to  be  seen  how  much  longer  it  will  be  necessary;  at  pres- 
ent, we  have  frequent  scraps  all  along  the  line  up  to  Pietersburg. 
A  train  of  provisions  was  taken  about  ten  days  ago,  19  killed,  12 
wounded,  at  Mylestrom.  A  couple  of  days  ago  we  had  six 
wounded  brought  in  and  one  Boer,  a  young  fellow,  badly  shot. 
One  of  the  Tommies  died  the  next  day. 

We  have  had  several  alarms.  A  surrendered  Boer,  whose  farm 
is  three  miles  from  here,  came  in  a  few  nights  ago  for  protection ; 
he  had  remained  three  hours  under  the  bed  in  hiding  while  his 
wife  cooked  supper  for  some  Boers  visiting  his  farm.  They  took 
off  his  horses.  When  the  coast  was  quite  clear  he  came  in  on  a 
donkey,  which  they  had  no  use  for  or  it  would  have  gone  too, 
no  doubt.  A  commando  of  600  had  a  laager  near  here  at  that 
time.  It  is  rather  amusing  when  there  is  an  alarm;  two  or  three 
men  who  have  been  on  commando,  but  now  in  employ  of  British 
Government,  make  tracts  for  the  camp  to  sleep,  for  they  know 
it,  will  go  hard  with  them  if  caught  by  the  Boers  on  hospital 
ground. 

The  same  question  always  remains  unanswered,  how  much 
longer  will  the  war  last  ?  Who  can  tell !  From  month  to  month 
we  have  hoped  some  understanding  would  be  reached,  but  now 
seems  as  far  off  as  ever.  As  it  is  the  wish  of  the  committee  for 
me  to  remain  until  the  war  is  over,  as  well  as  my  own,  I  shall  en- 
deavor to  do  so  and  I  am  very  much  afraid  I  shall  see  another 
Christmas  in  South  Africa.

BOER  REFUGEES  WELL  TREATED. 

Mr.  II.  L.  Scott,  of  Oakland,  favors  us  with  a  copy  of  a 
let  let-  recently  received  by  him  from  Capt.  J.  Fergusson,  who  is 
stationed  at  one  of  the  concentration  camps  in  South  Africa. 
The  letter  is,  in  part,  as  follows: 

"I  hope  the  Americans  have  more  sense  than  to  believe  the 
nonsense  that  is  talked  about  British  brutality  to  Boer  women 
and  children.  Do  you  know  that  they  are  being  clothed,  fed,  and 
educated  by  us.  We  are  paying  doctors  £500  a  year  to  look  after 
them,  and  any  amount  of  nurses  in  each  camp.  Their  food  is 
better  than  our  officers  and  men  are  allowed.  We  pay  parsons 
(their  own  parsons)  to  pray  to  them  and  live  in  the  camp  with 
them,  and  do  every  possible  thing  for  them,  and  yet  some  of  them 
grumble.  But" only  a  few.  The  vast  majority  are  only  too  grate- 
ful for  what  we  do,  and  the  most  noise  is  made  by  people  at  home 
who  sit  at  their  own  firesides  in  their  own  comfortable  houses  and 
put  their  fingers  into  other  people's  pies.  I  wish  they  could  have 
been  with  us  in  Lady  smith,  some  of  them.  It  would  have  done  a 
vast  amount  of  good  to  some  of  the  canting  humbugs  who  are  so 
fond  of  writing  to  the  papers  and  advertising  themselves. 

"I  notice  in  the  paper  you  sent  me  that  the  fellow  Kreig  who 
was  lecturing  in  California  said  the  peace  envoys  had  not  been 
killed.  I  am  glad  to  see  he  was  enough  ashamed  of  what  they 
(his  countrymen)  had  done  to  lie  about  it.  They  (the  peace  en- 
voys) were  killed — murdered. 

"I  do  not  fancy  the  war  will  last  much  longer.  There  may  be 
a  few  thieving  bands  about  in  different  places,  but  the  great 
majority  of  those  in  the  field  are  sick  of  it  already  and  wish  to 
give  up." 


PRAISES  BRITAIN'S  WORK  IN  INDIA. 

In  the  Paris  "Journal,"  Mr.  Jules  Bois,  who  has  just  returned 
to  France  after  a  long  stay  in  India  witli  Pierre  Loti,  replies  to 
the  severe  criticism  so  frequently  passed  in  Prance  upon  the 
British  Administration  in  India.  He  says  that  he  discovered 
soon  after  his  arrival  in  India  that  the  British  "barbarians"  are 
liked  and  respected  by  the  natives  and  have  done  everything 
humanely  possible  to  better  the  lot  and  further  the  education  of 
the  native.  The  resolute  and  scientific  fashion  in  which  the 
British  have  fought  the  plague  and  famine  is  beyond  all  praise, 
while  the  general  benefits  conferred  by  the  British  occupation  are 
incalculable.  The  natives  are  perfectly  satisfied.  They  have  no 
yearning  for  independence,  and,  recognizing  that  they  must  al- 
ways be  overridden  by  some  great  nation,  they  prefer  that  the 
British  should  he  the  nation.  "We  would  never  accept  the  yoke 
of  Bussia,"  a  native  potentate  said  to  M.  Bois,  who  in  conclusion, 
says  that  after  full  inquiry  he  is  satisfied  that,  in  the  event  of 
Russia  attempting  to  gain  a  foothold  in  India,  the  whole  north- 
ern Indian  would  rise  as  one  man  to  fight,  and,  if  necessary,  to 
die  for  the  sake  of  the  British.

THE  BRITISH-CALIFORNIAN. 


The  British  and  American  Union  Voices  British  Sorrow. 


GREAT   BRITAIN'  and  the  Tinted  Stales 
have  understood  each  other  bettor  lately 

heeau.se  they  hoth  of  them  have  Walked, 
and  walked  together,  in  the  'Valley  of  the  Shad- 
ow of  Death."  We  have  learned  to  express  our 
mutual  regard  for  each  other  over  the  feces 
of  our  departed  representatives.  Not  in  a  thou- 
sand yens  has  sueh  a  time  come  to  thes-  two 
eountries  as  has  eonie  to  Us  in  less  than  the 
past  twelve  months.  We  have  never  fell  DOr 
expressed  our  feeling  to  such  an  extent  as  ve 
have  felt  ami  expressed  it  over  the  representa- 
tives of  the  respective  governments— Queen  Vic- 
toria  and  l'r<'sideut  McKinley.  Beneath  the 
memories  of  the  past  wars,  rivalries,  ambitions 
and  traditions,  the  hearts  of  these  two  nations 
have  beat  true  and  in  unison  lo  what  is  best 
in  womanhood  and  best  in  manhood.  Loyntty 
aside,  the  memory  of  the  world  clusters  round 
the  Queen  and  the  President,  not  only  because 
she  was  a  Queen  and  he  a  President,  but  be- 
cause she  was  a  woman  and  he  a  man.  That 
heart  is  twice  dead  to  patriotism  and  dead  to 
humanity  that  cannot  feel  the  priceless  worth 
of  the  personal  character  of  that  woman  and 
of  that  man.  The  nations  that  produced  them, 
the  nations  that  have  given  them  birth  and  be- 
ing are  producing  today  men  and  women,  less 
conspicuous  indeed,  but  equal  in  virtues  of 
character;  and  it  is  time  that  such  men  and 
such  women  in  both  countries  were  finding  one 
another  ami  cheering  one  another,  and  standing 
by  one  another  for  the  protection  of  the  law 
and  the  order  that  have  made  such  characters 
possible." 

Such  were  the  appropriate  opening  remarks 
in  Rev.  Robert  McKenzie's  eloquent  addicsx  en 
William  McK inley.  delivered  before  a  repre- 
sentative gathering  of  British  Americans  at  the 

regular  meeting  of  the  British  and  American 
Union,  held  at  Academy  of  Sciences  Hall, 
October  2d.  In  a  masterly  oration  the  speaker 
then  paid  a  glowing  tribute,  in  the  name  of  the 
British  people,  to  the  martyred  President,  ob- 
serving that  with  the  death  of  William  M-  Kin- 
ley  the  last  of  that  great  generation  which 
fought  the  battles  of  the  Civil  War  and  gave 
the  country  all  that  it  now  enjoys  ol  liberty, 
honor  and  greatness,  has  passed  from  the  stage. 
"President  Roosevelt  leads  a  new  generation, 
facing  a  new  order  of  things."  said  the  speaker. 

In  the  absence  of  President  Win.  Greer  Har- 
rison, First  Vice-President  Dr.  I'.  W.  D'Evelyn 
presided  over  the  meeting,  and  presented  reso- 
lutions, which  were  unanimously  adopted,  ex- 
pressing detestation  of  the  crime  that  had  rob- 
bed the  country  of  its  much-love  1  President, 
"abhorrence  of  the  man  or  men  who  could  sanc- 
tion or  encourage  so  base  a  deed,"  advising  that 
"strenuous  laws  be  passed  to  crush  out  an- 
archy." and  extending  to  "the  dear  woman  who 
mourns  in  the  desolate  home,  our  heartfelt  sym- 
pathy." Vocal  numbers  of  a  suitable  nature 
were  afl'cctinglv  rendered  by  Mrs.  W.  ('.  Sladt- 
feld  and  Mr.  H.  II.  Barnhart  of  the  Loring 
Club.  Mrs.  J.  J.  Newbegin  sang  "The  Better 
Land,"  and  Miss  Ada  Newbegin  played  the  ac- 
companiments. A  large  portrait  of  President 
McKinley,  framed  in  black,  together  with  the 
American  and  British  Hags  veiled  in  crepe, 
formed  the  physical  expression  of  the  Union's 
sympathy  and  sorrow. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  September  4th, 
when  a  board  of  fifteen  directors  to  serve  for 
the  ensuing  year  was  elected,  as  follows:  Wm. 
Ureer  Harrison,  Dr.  K.  W.  D'Evelyn.  Gen.  L. 
II.  Foote,  J.  J.  Newbegin.  Wm.  Pardy.  C.  B. 
Sedgwick,  Prof.  Thomas  Price.  A.  E.  Ackloin. 
George  W.  Dickie.  -I.  R.  Macnamara.  Thomas 
Pennington.  K.  .1.  Martin.  Herbert  Harris,  G. 
A.  Wright  and  George  Pennington.  The  re- 
ports of  the  ollicers  showed  that  the  Union  is 
in  a  flourishing  condition  and  is  steadily  meet- 
ing with  success  in  the  work  for  which  it  was 
organized.  President  Harrison  and  First  Vice- 
President  Dr.  D'Evelyn  spoke  mosl  encourag- 
ingly of  the  prospects  for  the  future.  Chap- 
lain McAllister,  of  Mare  Island,  submitted  his 
proposition  for  a  memorial  w  indow  I  referred 
to  in  our  last  report  )  in  the  new  Navy  Yard 
church.     'I  he  members  thought   that   it  would 

be  highly  appropriate  for  the  Union  to  render 
practical  assistance  in  any  movement  calculated 
to  cement  the  bonds  of  British  and  American 
brotherhood;  and  unanimously  resolved  to 
carrv  out  Chaplain  McAllister's  suggestion,  it 
was  decided  to  raise  $100  for  the  purpose; 
members  present  contributed  $35,  and  the  bal- 
ance will  be  furnished  by  the  directors.

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THE  BRITISH  COLONY  SHOWS  ITS  SYMPATHY. 

EVERYWHEEE  in  San  Francisco  and  throughout  California 
the  tidings  of  the  President's  death  was  received  with  mani- 
festations of  profound  sorrow,  and  tender  sympathy  with 
he  woman  upon  whom  the-affliction  falls  heaviest  was  universal. 

British-Americans  united  with  their  fellow  citizens  in  showing 
every  mark  of  respect.  All  social  events  were  abandoned;  the 
various  societies  postponed  their  meetings;  the  fraternal  orders 
draped  their  charter  as  at  the  passing  of  a  brother,  and  all 
adopted  resolutions  expressive  of'  the  deepest  sorrow  and  un- 
measured condemnation  of  the  act  which  robbed  the  nation  of 
its  best  loved  chief,  and  detestation  of  the  foul  teachings  which 
inspired  the  deed.  The  majority  of  these  resolutions  appeared 
in  the  dailv  press,  but  owing  to  their  number  and  length,  space 
will  not  permit  of  their  publication  in  these  columns.  The 
San  Francisco  societies  which  made  formal  expression  of  their 
sentiments  were:  British  Benevolent  Society,  St.  Andrew's  So- 
ciety. British  and  American  I'nion,  Caledonian  Club,  Burnaby 
and  Pickwick  Lodges  of  the  Order  Sons  of  St.  George,  Britannia 
and  Empress  Victoria  Lodges  of  the  Daughters  of  St.  George, 
Scottish  Thistle  Club,  (dan  Eraser,  Cymodorion  Society,  Ameri- 
can British  Rifles,  and  the  Women's  Auxiliary  of  the  British 
and  American  I'nion.  The  British  societies  in  Oakland  and 
Alameda,  comprising  Albion  and  Derby  Lodges,  Sons  of  St. 
George^  St.  Andrew's  Society,  Clan  MacDonahl  and  the  Albion 
Cluh  also  framed  suitable  resolutions.  In  other  parts  of  the 
State,  similar  action  was  taken  by  the  various  British  bodies, 
notably  by  the  Fresno  Scottish  Society,  Royal  Oak  Lodge  (Sons 
of  St.  George),  Los  Angeles;  Alexandra  Lodge,  Pasadena;  Vic- 


toria Lodge,  Crass  Valley;  Victory  Lodge,  San  Jose;  Jubilee 
Lodge,  Sacramento:  Caledonian  Club,  Sacramento,  and  the 
British  Society,  Eureka. 

In  the  Oakland  funeral  procession  the  English  and  Scotch  so- 
cieties marched  in  a  body,  wearing  their  regalia  and  with  their 
respective  Hags  veiled  in  crape.  Officers  and  crews  of  British 
ships  in  port  participated,  making  the  British  section  a  most  im- 
posing one. 

The  Largest  and  most  beautiful  floral  piece  to  be  seen  at  the 
funeral  service  held  in  Mechanic's  Pavilion,  San  Francisco,  was 
a  tribute  from  the  Sons  and  Daughters  of  St.  George.  It  was 
given  the  central  place  on  the  platform,  and  made  a  most  effec- 
tive decoration.  The  accompanying  illustration  is  from  a  photo- 
graph of  the  piece  taken  by  Geo.  H.  Knight,  737  Sutter  street, 
San  Francisco.  The  line  portrait  of  the  late  President  in  the 
ceider  is  wreathed  in  laurel  and  the  whole  is  worked  on  a  bed 
of  the  most  rare  and  gorgeous  flowers.  The  flags  are  of  the 
finest  silk.  Tins  magnificent  work,  five  by  six  feet  in  dimensions, 
was  elevated  cm  an  easel,  and  was  the  most  admired  of  the  many 
exquisite  floral  tributes.  A  committee  composed  of  Messrs. 
Riffee,  Pointon,  Martin,  Whyto,  Pope,  Musgravc,  and  Mesdames 
Hewitt,  Davis,  Staples,  Meadows,  Atkinson,  Witts,  Phoebe  Will- 
iams and  Helen  Williams  arc  entitled  to  the- credit  for  the  happy 
idea.  It  was  made  by  florist  Thomas  H.  Stevenson  of  this 
city.  The  British  and  American  Union's  tribute  was  a  beau- 
tiful wreath  of  fern  leaves  and  carnations. 

On  the  committees  appointed  to  undertake  the  arrangement 


for  the  funeral  service  were  a  number  of  prominent  members 
of  tiie  local  British  colony.  Mr.  William  Greer  Harrison  was 
given  charge  of  such  important  details  as  the  form  of  service, 
decorations  and  the  seating  of  the  audience.  Mr.  B.  J.  S.  Ca- 
hill,  the  architect,  supervised  the  carrying  out  of  the  plans.  So 
struck  were  members  of  the  Citizen's  Committee  with  the  ex- 
cellent way  in  which  the  services  for  Queen  Victoria  had  been 
conducted  that  they  deemed  it  advisable  to  enlist  the  services 
of  practically  the  same  committee  for  this  work — which  was  a 
distinct  compliment  to  Mr.  Harrison  and  the  British  colony. 

OPPORTUNITIES  IN  AFRICA. 

Mr.  H.  L.  Scott  of  Oakland,  who  has  traveled  over  nearly 
every  habitable  section  of  South  and  Central  Africa,  has  pub- 
lished an  80-pagc  pamphlet  dealing  with  the  resources  of  that 
wonderful  country  and  its  present  social  and  industrial  con- 
ditions. He  forsees  a  great  future  for  many  sections  of  the 
Dark  Continent,  particularly  those  districts  which  are  coming 
under  British  rule.  Tobacco  culture  offers  sure  and  profitable 
returns  to  the  investor,  in  the  author's  opinion,  while  the  mining 
possibilities  are  practically  unlimited. 

The  book  is  well  written,  and  is  replete  with  valuable  and  in- 
teresting information.  And  one  feels  that  it  is  the  truth.  The 
following  excerpt  will  give  an  idea  of  the  author's  pleasing  style: 

"It  is  hard  to  drop  the  subject  of  Central  Africa — I  confess 
to  being  an  enthusiast  about  it.  Many  and  many  times  I  lie  in 
bed,  thinking  of  the  glorious  excursions  through  that  beautiful 
district.  I  can  see,  over  and  over  again,  the  wonderful  beauty 
of  the  valleys  through  which  1  passed  ;  I  can  see  the  happy  native 
kraals  with  their  freedom  from  care  and  their  prosperity;  I  can 
see  the  great  fertile  places  unfilled  and  calling  for  the  presence 
of  man  and  joy  of  production,  and  I  make  up  my  mind  to  go 
there  again  before  I  finish  my  work. 

"Often  and  often  does  the  voyager  as  he  treks  along  in  his 
great  wagon  drawn  by  the  slow  moving  oxen,  with  sun  in  his 
eyes  and  the  pure  African  breeze  blowing  around  him,  make  up 
his  mind  that  here  he  will  outspan,  take  up  his  little  piece  of  land 
and  remain.  The  tyranny  of  the  trail  is  insistent,  however,  and 
the  wagon  moves  along  to  find  another  such  place,  but  a  short 
distance  from  the  last.  This  in  turn  has  its  temptation  and  in 
turn  is  left  behind.  But  these  little  paradises  are  not  so  easily 
disposed  of,  and  the  visions  of  them  frequently  return  to  tempt 
the  traveller  when  he  has  left  them  far  behind  and  even  when 
he  has  departed  to  another  country.  The  absolute  joy  and  peace 
of  these  places  can  never  be  forgotten. 

"Some  of  the  African  farms  and  homesteads  are  really  charm- 
ing. Where  the  grass  grows  green  and  the  dam  is  kept  with  its 
steady  supplv  of  water,  where  the  corn  grows  high  and  the  cat- 
tle are  sleek,  few  places  any  where  can  show  that  charm  and  ap- 
pearance of  tranquil  prosperity  w  hich  is  displayed  by  the  African 
farm. 

"It  is  the  firm  conviction  of  the  writer  of  this  that  South 
Africa  to-day  offers  better  inducements  for  the  young  agricul- 
turist than  any  other  place  in  the  world.  It  is  a  country  with  a 
great  future  before  it.  It  will  be  a  strong  and  influential  part 
of  a  tremendous  empire  before  long  and  will  richly  reward  all 
those  who,  pains-takingly,  assist  in  hammering  out  its  destiny."

A  select  committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  has  had  under  con- 
sideration the  Mond  gas  bill,  which  has  already  passed  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  under  which  power  is  sought  to  incorporate  a 
company  to  supply  a  producer  of  gas,  which  has  been  invented 
and  patented  by  Dr.  Ludwig  Mond,  over  a  large  area  of  Stafford- 
shire. The  gas  can  only  he  used  for  heating  and  power  purposes, 
and  not  as  an  illuminant.  One  great  advantage  in  connection 
with  it  is  that  in  the  process  of  manufacture  from  slack,  which 
costs  in  normal  times  only  about  (is.  per  ton,  as  much  sulphate 
of  ammonia  would  be  obtained  as  would  fetch  -Is  (id,  thuse  reduc- 
ing the  cost  of  the  fuel  to  about  Is  (id  per  ton.  The  object  of  the 
bill  was  to  give  the  public  the  benefit  of  this  very  cheap  gas  for 
heating  and  power  purposes,  and  with  that  object  to  establish  live 
different  stations  at  which  to  manufacture  and  distribute  the  gas 
throughout  South  Staffordshire.  It  was  stated  that  the  gas  could 
be  used  directly  or  indirectly  for  motive  power  in  all  cases  where 
steam  was  now  used  and  in  all  heating  operations,  and  it  was 
especially  valuable  where  the  flame  had  to  be  brought  into  direct 
contact  with  the  matter  to  he  heated,  as  in  the  manufacture  of 
bricks,  glass,  china  and  glazed  earthenware.

THE  BRITISH-CALIFORNIAN. 


HAS  CHANGED  HER  OPINION  OF  BOERS. 

IN  HER  "Diary  of  a  Nurse  in  South  Africa,"  Mme.  Alice 
Uron,  a  Belgian  lady  who  went  out  to  South  Africa  in 
the  Belgian  ambulance  to  tend  the  wounded  Boers,  gives 
some  facts  and  impressions  which  reflect  little  credit  on  the 
burghers.  After  the  manner  of  a  modern  Balaam,  she  went 
fortii  to  curse  the  British.  But  face  to  face  with  the  two  races, 
and  having  obtained  a  fuller  knowledge  of  Briton  and  Boer, 
she  has  returned  to  bless  Britain  and  all  things  British.  Her 
experience  is  typical  of  that  of  hundreds  of  other  foreigners. 
We  get  some  insight  into  the  value  of  pro-Boer  eulogies 
when  we  find  that  she  confesses  to  having  written  for  the  Bel- 
gian "Petit  Bleu"  an  article  "extolling  the  Boers'  civilization 
and  amiability,  the  beauty  and  elegance  of  their  women,  and 
so  on,"  and  gives  this  amusing  explanation:  "As  a  matter  of 
fact,  this  article  was  penned  when  I  had  been  only  three  days 
in  Pretoria,  and  in  my  laughable  ignorance  I  took  the  Dutch 
colony  for  Boers." 

Further  experience  of  the  Boers  gave  her  a  very  different 
opinion  of  them.  At  every  turn  she  finds  Boers  wanting  in 
courage  and  the  spirit  of  self-sacrifice.  When,  on  the  march 
of  Lord  Roberts'  troops  to  the  relief  of  Kimberley,  the  Brit- 
ish troops  nearcd  Jacobsdal,  where  she  was  acting  as  nurse, 
her  Boer  hospital  attendants  bolted.  "I  met,"  she  says,  "two 
men,  panting  and  wild  with  fright.  One  of  them  had  lost  his 
hat.  These  were  my  two  attendants.  The  cowards!"  Some 
Boer  combatants,  on  the  other  hand,  improved  the  occasion 
by  treacherously  putting  on  Red  Cross  badges  and  posing  as 
ambulance  men. 

Colonel  de  Yillcbois  had  the  same  opinion  of  the  Boers  as 
the  authoress.  To  Aline.  Bron  he  said  in  an  interview,  path- 
etic by  reason  of  the  complete  disillusionment  which  it  re- 
veals, "They  are  fit  only  for  potting  game.    They  hide  behind 

stones.  Thev  are  a  lot  of   *    *    It  is  impossible  to  lead 

them  on.  When  they  have  no  shelter  they  run  away.  If  you 
could  only  understand  the  feelings  of  a  soldier  when  he  sees 
the  finest  possible  positions  abandoned  *  *  What  a  war, 
and  what  a  people!  My  eyes  are  opened  now."  Therefore, 
he  went  to  death,  preferring  that  to  the  ignominy  of  a  ridic- 
ulous return  from  an  ungrateful  and  useless  enterprise. 

The  first  British  soldiers  Mme.  Bron  came  across  were  the 
mounted  infantry  who  seized  Jacobsdal.  They  showed  her,  as 
she  records,  the  utmost  kindness  and  respect.  She  was  speed- 
ily placed  in  charge  of  forty  British  wounded.  "I  had  so  often 
heard  it  said  and  repeated  that  the  British  soldiers  are  the 
dregs  of  London  and  the  scum  of  the  criminal  classes,  that 
their  conduct  astounded  me."  Food  ran  short  at  Jacobsdal. 
but  it  was  the  British  not  the  Boer,  wounded  who  thought  of 
their  nurse. 

"They  had  heard  that  'sister  was  hungry,"  and  they  were  all 
anxious  to  share  their  rations  with  me,  poor  fellows!  Their 
conduct  moved  me  all  the  more  when  I  thought  of  the  Boer 
wounded,  who  used  to  look  askance  at  me  whenever,  not  hav- 
ng  time  to  leave  the  hospital,  I  made  a  hasty  meal  in  the  ward. 
*  *  What  balm  it  was  to  me,  this  sweet  brotherhood,  this 
goodness  of  the  poor  and  humble,  this  exquisite  delicacy  that 
exists  only  in  the  heart  of  the  people!" — Daily  Mail. 


Fabulous  wealth  is  in  prospect  for  residents  of  Johannes- 
burg. A  profound  sensation  has  been  caused  by  the  striking 
of  the  main  reef  on  the  grounds  of  the  Turf  Club  by  means 
of  bore  holes  at  a  depth  of  4,400  feet.  The  boring  is  being 
continued.  It  is  a  fair  conclusion  that  everything  that  has 
hitherto  been  said  about  the  enormous  wealth  of  the  Rand  is 
an  underestimate.  The  northern  boundary  of  the  ground  in 
question  is  8,000  feet  from  the  outcrop  companies,  or  more 
than  one  and  one-half  miles  in  a  direct  line.  Measured  on  the 
incline,  the  bed  at  the  point  where  the  drill  has  cut  it  must  be 
quite  two  miles  from  its  outcrop,  giving  a  working  depth  of, 
say,  10,000  feet.  As  the  main  reef  is  known  to  extend  for 
forty  or  fifty  miles,  the  enormous  quantity  of  gold-bearing 
rock  in  a  formation  which  can  be  worked  for  more  than  two 
miles  on  the  dip  may  be  faintly  realized. 


The  enormous  export  trade  which  we  have  built  up  during 
the  last  few  years  has  found  more  than  half  of  its  market 
either  in  Great  Britain  or  the  colonies  of  Great  Britain.  When 
compared  with  England's  purchases  of  us,  the  value  of  the 
goods  which  we  buy  from  the  British  Empire  does  not  make 
a  remarkable  showing. — "Herald,"  Boston.

ANECDOTE  OF  NELSON. 

Benjamin  West's  celebrated  picture  of 
the  "Death  of  Nelson"  is  closely  con- 
nected with  an  anecdote  of  the  great 
sailor.  Just  before  he  went  to  sea  for  the 
last  time  he  was  present  at  a  dinner, 
during  which  he  sat  between  the  artist 
and  Sir  William  Hamilton. 

Nelson  was  expressing  to  Hamilton 
bis  regret  that  he  had  not,  in  his  youth, 
acquired  some  taste  for  art  and  some  dis- 
crimination in  judging  it.  "But,"  said 
he,  turning  to  West,  "there  is  one  pic- 
ture whose  power  I  do  feel.  I  never 
pass  a  shop  where  your  'Death  of  Wolfe' 
is  in  the  window  without  being  stopped 
by  it." 

West  made  some  gracious  answer  to 
the  compliment,  and  Nelson  went  on: 
"Why  have  you  painted  no  more  like 
it?" 

"Because,  my  lord,"  West  replied, 
"there  are  no  more  subjects." 

"Ah,"  said  the  sailor,  "  I  didn't  think 
of  that." 

"But,  my  lord,"  continued  West,  "I 
am  afraid  your  intrepidity  will  yet  fur- 
nish me  with  another  such  scene;  and  if 
it  should,  I  shall  certainly  avail  myself 
of  it." 

"Will  you?"  said  Nelson.  "Will 
you,  Mr.  West?  Then  I  hope  I  shall  die 
in  the  next  battle!" 

A  few  days  later  he  sailed,  his  strangely 
expressed  aspiration  was  realized,  and 
the  scene  lives  upon  canvas. 


A  PRETTY  ROYAL  CUSTOM. 

A  pretty  custom,  dating  from  the  wed- 
ding of  the  late  Queen  Victoria,  a  con- 
tributor to  The  Scotsman  says,  has  ever 
since  pertained  to  the  royal  family.  A 
sprig  of  myrtle  which  formed  part  of  the 
bride's  wreath  was  carefully  cultured, 
and  in  due  time  planted  out.  When  the 
princess  royal  was  married  sprigs  were 
cut  for  her  bridal  wreath  from  this  myr- 
tle tree.  The  princess  following  her 
mother's  example,  had  one  of  the  sprigs 
cared  for  till  it  became  a  full-sized  tree, 
which  served  for  her  daughter-in-law's 
wreath  at  the  wedding  to  the  German 
emperor. 

The  custom  was  observed  in  the  mar- 
riage of  the  Prr  ce  of  Wales  and  all 
other  of  Queen  Victoria's  children. 
There  is,  already,  as  the  rtsult  of  this 
charming  custom,  the  making  of  a  grove 
of  myrtle  trees. 


St.  Jean  Baptiste  was  the  patron  saint 
of  the  people  of  Normandy,  from  which 
province  a  good  many  of  the  French- 
Canadians  came.  The  early  French- 
Canadians  used  the  name  of  their  patron 
saint  for  their  children.  Thus  there  was 
always  a  large  number  of  Jean  Baptistes 
in  every  village.  During  the  war  of 
1812  the  French-Canadian  fought  vali- 
antly for  the  British.  An  English  officer 
calling  the  roll  of  a  militia  company  was 
surprised  to  find  that  a  majority  of  his 
men  bore  the  christian  name  of  Jean 
Baptiste.  "Why,  they  are  all  Jean 
Baptistes,"  he  said;  whereupon  every- 
body laughed,  and  from  that  day  to  this 
the  French-Canadian  has  been  known  as 
Jean  Baptiste,  just  as  the  Irishman  an- 
swers to  Pat,  the  Scotchman  to  Sandy, 
and  the  Englishman  to  Johnny  Bull. — 
Toronto  Mail.
